Resurrection-Most Moving and Dramatic Ceremony 


V A T I C A N 
C I T Y 
(UPI)—Pope Paul VI led the 
world’s 600 million Roman 
Catholics Saturday night in 
celebrating the resurrection 
of Jesus in one of the most 
moving and dramatic cere­ 
monies of the liturgical year. 
Although Christians traditio­ 
nally celebrate the resurrec­ 
tion after midnight, the cere­ 
mony in St. Peter’s Basilica 
is held Saturday night so the 
Pope can rest before his busy 


Easter Sunday schedule. 
The service combined the 
easter vigil, awaiting the re­ 
surrection, and the first of 
three masses —traditionally 
said at midnight or daw n- 
celebrating 
the 
return 
of 
Jesus to life. 
For sheer splendor, there 
are few occasions in Rome as 
beautiful as the resurrection 
ceremony. 
Sea of Lights 
The Pope went to the main 


door of the basilica to bless a 
flame which an usher carried 
around the Nave. The con­ 
gregation lit candles from the 
taper, spreading a sea of fli­ 
ckering 
lights through 
the 
vast darkened church. 
The Pope, carrying a large 
candle into which he had in­ 
serted five grains of incense 
t o 
commemorate 
Jesus’ 
wounds, led a long procession 
of prelates down the main 
aisle to the altar. 


T h e 
procession 
stopped 
three times while Cardinal 
P e r i c 1 e Felici proclaimed 
l o u d l y : “ Lumen Christi’’ 
(light of Christ). “ Thanks be 
to 
God,” 
the 
congregation 
replied. 
Then, as the Pope reached 
the altar, lights of the basi­ 
lica blazed up to symbolize 
Jesus’ return to life. 
Light glinted on the gilt and 
multi-colored marble of the 
basilica, the largest in Chris­ 


tendom, and the air was filled 
with the smell of incense and 
h o t 
wax. 
A 
male 
choir 
chanted psalms which echoed 
around the basilica’s vast gol­ 
den ceiling and boys of the 
Sistine Chapel choir added' 
r e f r a i n s 
of 
Gregorian 
chants. 
The Pope, dressed in white 
from mitre to slippers, con­ 
ducted the ceremony from the 
main altar, which is topped 
by a bronze canopy higher 


than the tallest renaisance 
building in Rome. 
The ceremony was divided 
into four parts —the liturgy of 
light or fire-blessing 
cere­ 
mony; 
the 
liturgy 
of 
the 
word, 
a 
reading 
of 
Bible 
texts; the liturgy of baptism, 
in which new Catholics for­ 
mally joined the church, and 
finally, Holy Communion. 
Having blessed the fire, the 
Pope later blessed water with 
which to baptise the “ cate­ 


chumens” —those desiring to 
join the church—and plunged 
his Easter candle into it. 
Renew Vows 
The Pope then led the thou­ 
sands of persons in the con­ 
gregation in renewing their 
baptismal vows, renouncing 
evil and accepting Jesus as 
they relit their candles.1 
As the culmination of the 
service, the Pope celebrated 
mass for the first time since 
£ronress-]Metin 


Thursday. Mass is not said 
during the period which rep­ 
resents the time between the 
crucifixion and the resurrec­ 
tion. Priests fanned through­ 
out the 
basilica 
to 
carry 
bread 
consecrated 
by 
the 
Pope to communicants. 
As the crowd left the basiJ 
lica, 
the bells of 
Rome’s 
churches pealed a message of 
celebration.

Dominican 
Troops Eye 
Haiti Border 


SANTO DOMINGO, Domini­ 
can Republic (UPI)—The Do­ 
minican Republic has rein­ 
forced its troops along the 
border with Haiti and placed 
them on permanent alert be­ 
cause of conflicting reports 
about the health of the neigh­ 
boring country’s president-for- 
life, 
Francois “ Papa Doc” 
Duvalier, 
military 
sources 
said Saturday. 
Haitian exiles in the Do­ 
minican capital said Saturday 
Duvalier has left the national 
palace in Port-au-Prince and 
gone to a country retreat for 
treatment of a heart ailment 
and diabetes from which he 
h a s 
suffered 
for 
several 
years. 
Haitian government spokes­ 
men have issued statements 
during the past week denying 
reports that Duvalier’s health 
has 
seriously 
deteriorated. 
Clement Vincent, the Haitian 
ambassador here, said Friday 
Duvalier had telephoned him 
personally to give assurances 
that “ he is still alive.” 
The 
Dominican 
Republic 
and Haiti share the Caribbean 
Island 
of 
Hispaniola, 
and 
there has long been friction 
between 
the 
two countries 
about the border and Haitians 
who cross back and forth 
without documentation to seek 
sanctuary or work. 
Duvalier, who will be 64 
next Wednesday, has 
ruled 
the world’s first black repub­ 
lic since 1957. He revised the 
constitution in 1964 to desig­ 
nate himself president for life 
and, earlier this year, revised 
it again and proclaimed his 
20-year-old son, Jean Claude, 
to be his successor.

Claude as Duvalier’s succes­ 
sor, the president’s daughter, 
Mafie Denise, is taking a sig­ 
nificant part in governing the 
country as her father’s per­ 
sonal secretary.

The spokesman, York Liao 
of Boston, said geographically 
the islands rightfully belong 
to China because “ they are 
connected to mainland China 
by the continental shelf.”

522 Communists, 7 Others in 
Long-Delayed North Viet Vote 


S A I G O N 
(UPI)—North 
Vietnamese voters will elect a 
new legislative national as­ 
sembly Sunday from a list of 
522 candidates nominated by 
the Communist party and se­ 
ven independents. 
The first elections in the 
country in seven years will 
fill 420 seats in the assembly 
but will not affect leadership 
of the party, which actually 
governs the country. 
Under the 
North 
Vietna­ 
mese constitution, national as­ 
sembly delegates are elected 
every 
four 
years 
for 
one 
term. Each delegate repre­ 
sents about 50,000 persons. 
The last election was in 1964. 
But, according to Commu­ 
nist press reports, “ in 1968, 
because of the war situation, 
the national assembly, basing 


itself on the constitution, is­ 
sued a resolution to prolong 
the tenure of the third nation­ 
al assembly and to entrust 
the standing committee with 
deciding when the fourth na­ 
tional 
assembly 
would 
be 
elected when permitted. As a 
result, due to the war, the 
t h i r d national assembly’s 
term has been prolonged for 
three years.” 
Le Duan, technical succes­ 
sor to the late President Ho 
Chi Minh, and Premier Pham 
Van Dong are among party 
leaders standing for reelec­ 
tion to the assembly. But po­ 
sitions in the party are sepa­ 
rate from those in the legisla­ 
ture, and, the party leaders 
generally hold top positions in 
the assembly as well.

Allende Rapped for Fight 
Against Objective News 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) - 
The opposition newspaper La 
Prensa 
criticised 
President 
Salvador Allende’s call to Chi­ 
lean newsmen to substitute 
subjectivity for objective re­ 
porting and to work for con­ 
version 
of 
the newspapers 
that employ them into cooper­ 
atives. 
La Prensa, spokesman for 
the opposition Christian Dem­ 
ocratic Party, criticized Al­ 
lende, a Marxist, for inaugu­ 
rating a “ congress of leftist 
newsmen” and for asserting 
it represented the start of 
what he called 
“ Operation 
Truth.” 
“ It is surprising...that the 
chief executive should san­ 
ction and lend prestige, with 
his presence, to the start of a 
supposed ‘Operation T r u t h ’ 
undertaken by those who... 
demonstrate every day, not 
only their contempt for the 
truth, but their practical in­ 
capability of tolerating it," 
La Prensa said. 
In a speech Friday —the 
full text of which was pub­ 


lished 
in 
the 
government 
newspaper La Nacion and the 
Communist party organ El 
Siglo— Allende spelled out his 
press views. 
He told reporters that “ ob- 
jetivity as such cannot exist, 
if we consider that in this 
b u r g e o i s (Chilean) society 
there is, and there has to be, 
a 
confrontation 
between 
groups and sectors, between 
social classes.” 
A l l e n d e also urged the 
newsmen to “ fight for the 
right to write once a week--or 
better, once a day—part of a 
page,or a page, in which you 
can expound on what you re­ 
ally think” in the newspapers 
that now employ them. 
The Marxist chief executive 
went on to suggest that Chi­ 
lean newsmen to work for 
conversion of their 
papers 
into cooperatives, “ so that it 
is not just the owners who 
are the owners of the media 
but rather the workers who 
work in those media.” 
Allende criticized the “ mi­ 
nority classes,” charging they 


had “ unlawfully retained po­ 
wer — bought power.” 
“ They are the ones who de­ 
fend their advantages 
and 
privileges, the ones who are 
also the owners of press and 
news media,” he said. 
The president said that his 
f i v e-month-old 
government 
was not looking for control of 
news. 
Under his government, he 
said press freedom will exist.

by inviting 15 American play­ 
ers officials and wivies to Pe­ 
kin for a visit. 
China’s sports program is 
e n t i r e l y subordinated to 
foreign policy. The goal of 
that foreign policy is to se­ 
cure the world’s recognition 
of the Peking Communists as 
the legitimate spokesman of 
the Chinese people. 
The claim is contested by 
an anti-Communist 
Chinese 


government headed by Presi­ 
dent Chiang Kai-Shek on Tai­ 
wan. It is known as National­ 
ist China in the noncommun­ 
ist world. 
Reds Use Boycott 
As 
a 
result, 
Communist 
China boycotts every inter­ 
national sports organization in 
which the Taiwan 
secures 
membership. Since the Tai­ 
wan Chinese have been much 
more 
successful 
at 
sports 
diplomacy than Peking, the 
International 
Table 
Tennis 
Federation is one of the few 
places where the Communist 
Chinese still are part of the 
world athletic community. 
On April 1, Red China with­ 
drew from the International 
Lawn Tennis Federation and 
t h e 
International 
Archery 


Federation because the two 
groups 
had 
admitted 
the 
Nationalist Chinese as mem­ 
bers. Last October, Commu­ 
nist China ' quit the 
Inter­ 
national Volleyball Federation 
for the same reason. 
The Chinese did not agree 
to come to the 31st world 
table 
tennis 
championships 
last week in Nagoya until Ja­ 
pan’s Table Tennis Associa­ 
tion promised to try to get 
Nationalist China thrown out 
of the Asian Table Tennis 
Federation. 
O n c e in Nagoya, Sung 
Chung, secretary-general 
of 
the Communist Chinese dele­ 
gation, spent most of his time 
trying to get Cambodia and 
South Vietnam barred from 
the 
competition. 
When 
he 


failed, Chinese 
players 
re­ 
fused to play opponents from 
either country. The present 
governments 
of 
both 
are 
aided by the United States in 
the Indochina war. 
Eager for Trade 
The Chinese got most of the 
money for their 60-man dele­ 
gation’s expenses in Japan 
from Japanese businessmen 
eager for trade with the Chi­ 
nese mainland. 
The chain of events that fi­ 
nally made 15 American table 
tennis players and buffs the 
first U.S. delegation to visit 
Red China began in Febr­ 
uary. Anxious to make the 
tournament in Nagoya a fi- 
n a n c i a 1 success, President 
Keiji Goto of the Japanese 
federation went to Peking to 


extend China a personal invi­ 
tation. 53 Chinese agreed to 
come only if Goto agreed to 
make an effort to have Na­ 
tionalist China kicked out of 
the Asian Table Tennis Fed­ 
eration. 
Red China is a member of 
the International Table Ten­ 
nis Federation but does not 
belong to the Asian group. 
Goto made the try at a stor­ 
my meeting of the Asian fed­ 
eration in Singapore Feb. 7. 
Anti-Communist countries like 
South Korea and South Viet­ 
nam rallied to the support of 
the Taiwan-based nationalist 
Chinese, and Goto’s motion 
was defeated. He resigned as 
p r e s i d e n t of the Asian 
group. 
Sources 
in the 
Japanese 


business world said Japanese 
companies put up the equiva­ 
lent of $100,000 to help defray 
70 per cent of the Chinese 
team ’s expenses in Japan. 
Besides taking part in the Na­ 
goya tournament, the Chinese 
will tour Japan for “good 
will” matches in major cities. 
Toyota Helped 
The Mainichi newspaper of 
Tokyo reported that the To­ 
yota Motor Co. put up $1,390 
for the Chinese table tennis 
team. Isuzu, a Japanese truck 
maker now negotiating a tie- 
up with General Motors, was 
reported by the same paper 
to have contributed $835. 
The 
Chinese 
Communists 
were steady customers for 
Isuzu trucks until negotiations 


began 
between 
Isuzu 
and 
General Motors last spring. 
At that point, they barred 
Isuzu from further truck sales 
in China. However, the Japa­ 
nese firm 
figures 
to 
sell 
China spare parts for the 
trucks already marketed in 
China for several years to 
come and made the gift to 
keep China’s good will. At 
Nagoya, the Chinese players 
were surrounded by guards 
and were allowed no unsuper­ 
vised contacts with foreign 
players or spectators. 
The Chinese move to invite 
the 
Americans 
to 
Peking 
clearly surprised Goto, who 
had not been tipped off by his 
Chinese friends that it was 
coming. 


‘Typical* Case? 
“It’s 
a 
typical case 
of 
America going behind Japan’s 
back to talk to China,” he 
sputtered when Japanese re­ 
porters gave him the news. 
Goto will be going back to 
Peking soon. Along with all 
the other politics, the Chinese 
set out to organize a new Af­ 
ro-Asian Table Tennis Feder­ 
ation so they can be in a club 
without Nationalist China.

U. S. Newsmen Too 
Table Tennis Team 
Arrives In Peking 


PEKING (UPI)—The U.S. 
table tennis team arrived in 
the capital of the People’s 
Republic of China by plane 
Saturday night for a week- 
long series of matches with 
top players of this country’s 
favorite sport. 
Graham B. Steenhoven of 
Detroit, Mich., president of 
the U.S. Table Tennis Asso­ 
ciation, led the delegation of 15 
Americans off the plane when 
it landed at 10 p.m. at the 
Peking airport. 
The Americans greeted a 
group of Chinese table tennis 
representatives gathered 
to 
meet them with “hi’s.” They 
then proceeded into the capit­ 
al for lodging. 
The American players will 
make their debut in Peking in 
the 18,000-seat indoor Sports 
Palace, and the matches are 
expected to draw capacity 
crowds. 
The matches will be co­ 
vered by television and news­ 
papers from throughout the 
nation. 
Steenhoven, chatting with 
reporters and others over a 
cup of tea in the airport re­ 
ception 
lounge,

History Lesson: Another US. War in Asia 
General Wanted Victory, President Fired HimHN“^ 
m Driveway 
Encyclopedia Britannica-UPI 
The general said, “There is 
no 
substitute 
for 
victory.” 
The President said, “ We do 
not want to widen the con­ 
flict.” 
Thus was the stage set, 20 
years 
ago this 
week, 
for 
President Harry S Truman to 
fire Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
precipitating 
a 
controversy 
that raged through the nation 
until long after the Korean 
War, which brought it on, had 
subsided. 
According to the Encyclo­ 
paedia Britannica, the con­ 
flict, smoldering for months, 
had brought MacArthur and 
Truman, 
two 
Hrong willpd 
Americans to a South Pacific 
island 
six 
months 
earlier, 


when the Korean conflict was 
only a few weeks old. 
The island encounter ended, 
at best, in a draw and was 
only a preliminary to the 
main bout, which began early 
in 1951. 
MacArthur, supreme allied 
commander in 
the 
Pacific 
during World War II and sub 
sequently chief executive of 
the occupation forces in Ja­ 
pan, was put in charge of 
United Nations troops when, 
on June 25, 1950, a total of 10 
North 
Korean divisions 
in­ 
vaded South Korea. 
Viet Parallel 
In the narrowest sense, the 
invasion was a civil war in a 
divided nation. 
But it also 
was a major crisis involving 


the two power blocks that 
emerged from World War II. 
In some measure the conflict 
paralleled the present Vietna­ 
mese War. 
Despite heavy odds, MacAr- 
thur’s 
forces 
stopped 
the 
Communist advance, made a 
surprise landing at Inchon far 
to the enemy rear and broke 
out of the Pusan permimeter. 
Within the next two months 
the North Korean army was 
r o u t e d 
and 
almost 
des­ 
troyed. 
Then, 
in 
November, 
the 
Chinese 
Communists 
inter­ 
vened, touching off what Ma­ 
cArthur called a “new war,” 
forcing U N. troops to with­ 
draw south of the 38th paral­ 
lel. Shortly thereafter MacAr­ 


thur, by implication, threa­ 
tened to bomb and blockade 
Red China. He also called for 
Chinese commanders to dis­ 
cuss armistice terms. 
Truman took strong excep­ 
tion to what he considered a 
soldier’s 
intervention 
into 
diplomatic affairs. On Jan. 31 
he informed MacArthur that 
Asia was not the only prob­ 
lem facing the nation as Rus­ 
sia was threatening Europe 
and the Middle East. 
MacArthur 
held 
out 
for 
what his critics termed “ all- 
out war,” which MacArthur 
supporters said would bring 
victory in Korea and lasting 
peace throughout Asia. 
With 
U.S. 
troops, 
mostly 
American, facing upwards of 


400,000 Red Chinese, in addi­ 
tion to Soviet-equipped North 
Korean divisions, Truman put 
MacArthur under orders to 
quit 
issuing 
public 
state­ 
ments. 
But on April 5 Rep. Joseph 
Martin, R-Mass., made public 
a letter he received from Mac­ 
Arthur that expressed t h e 
general’s disapproval of the 
administration’s 
goals. 
The 
President considered this the 
last straw. He replaced Ma­ 
cArthur with Lt. Gen. Mat­ 
thew Ridgway and in a broad­ 
cast to the nation said, “ So 
far we have prevented World 
War III ... we do not want to 
widen the conflict.” Then the 
President 
braced 
tor 
the 
reaction. 


MacArthur’s removal pro­ 
duced an instant emotional 
and political uproar. The gen­ 
eral had 
many supporters, 
some in high political posi­ 
tion. There was talk of run­ 
ning him for president. 
The 
general’s 
return 
to 
America brought mass fren­ 
zy. There were wild recep­ 
tions for him in Honolulu San 
Francisco, 
Chicago, 
New 
York and, finally, Washing­ 
ton. Television, new then, car­ 
ried the tumultuous scenes 
and the general’s words to 
millions across the land. 
‘Swift End* 
On April 19 the general’s 
homecoming culminated in an 
address before a joint session 


of Congress. “Once war is 
forced upon us,” MacArthur 
said, “there is no other al­ 
ternative than to apply every 
available means to bring it to 
a swift end. War’s very object 
is victory— not prolonged in­ 
decision. 
In 
war, 
indeed, 
there can be no substitute for 
victory.” 
Then, 
remarking that he 
was closing 52 years of Army 
service, the general quoted 
from a barracks ballad: “Old 
soldiers never die; they just 
fade away.” 
MacArthur lived on for 12 
years. 
He 
died 
at 
Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center, 
Washington, April 5, 1964, and 
was buried at Norfolk, va.

You 
shout from habit. Besides,” she said, “ I know I love ’em when 
I shout.

Envoy Plays Matchmaker 


For Lonely U.S. Buffalo 


NEW DELHI (UPI) -B e n ­ 
jy, the VIB (Very Important 
Buffalo), traveled 15,000 miles 
from South Dakota to New 
Delhi to join a lonely female 
of his species. 
B e n j y , 10 months old, 
weighs only 600 pounds now. 
But when fully grown, the 
shaggy 
groom 
will 
weigh 
about 2,000 pounds and sport 
a long, black beard, just as 
did his ancestors which once 
roamed America’s Wild West 
in huge numbers. 
The 
young 
groom 
from 
South Dakota must wait ano­ 
ther couple of years before he 
can mate. 
The average life span of a 
buffalo in the wild is from 15 
to 20 years, but the prospec­ 
tive newlyweds can look for­ 
ward to as many as 30 years 
together in their protected en­ 
vironment at New Delhi’s zoo, 
considered to be one of the 
best in the world today. 
Benjy’s already 
grownrup 
consort, Jessie, became a wi­ 
dow a few years ago when 
she lost her mate in the local 
zoo. 
Late last year the U.S. am­ 
bassador in India, Kenneth 
Keating, learned of Jessie’s 
bereavement. 
“I do not normally act as a 
go-between 
for 
prospective 
mates of non-human species,” 
Keating said, “but it was dis­ 
turbing to learn that Jessie 
was living alone so many 
miles away from home.” 
The 
matchmaking 
called 
into action the U.S. State De­ 
partment, the National Zoo in 
Washington, D.C., the Great 
Plains Zoo in Sioux Falls, 
S.D., and the Indian govern­ 
ment. 
“Everyone played a mag­ 
nificent role in bringing this 


m a t c h to consummation,” 
Ambassador 
Keating 
said. 
“There were moments when 
we were ready to give up.” 
At first, Keating recalled, 
there was difficulty in finding 
a specimen worthy of the Del­ 
hi Zoo. “ But the State Depart­ 
ment was intrepid,” he said. 
“ It was one of the Depart­ 
ment’s finest hours when it 
cabled me that it had found 
young Benjy.”

LONDON (UPI)—The Rev. 
Christopher 
Neil - S m i t h 
can understand the parents’ 
point of view when they ask 
him to exorcise the evil spi­ 
rits which they are sure have 
taken possession of their sud­ 
denly rebellious teen-age sons 
and daughters. 
What else, they ask in ang­ 
uish, could turn beloved chil­ 
dren into violent strangers? 
“Sometimes 
t h e y a r e 
right,” said the 49-year-old 
Vicar of St. Saviour’s Church, 
one of the few clerics author­ 
ized by the Bishop of London 
to conduct the rite of exorc­ 
ism. “The evil spirit is cast 
out and the children become 
themselves again.” 
In addition to his usual min­ 
istry, The Rev. 
Neil-Smith 
has moved for the past 20 
years through an almost me­ 
dieval world where there are 
suspicions of black magic, of 
spells and poltergeists and in­ 
nocent victims in the baleful 
control of evil spirits. From 
time to time his activities 
surface in the ordinary world 
of workday London. 


Testifies in Court 
Recently for example his 
testimony was carefully con­ 
sidered in court —as it has 
been before—in a 
hearing 
that might have come out of 
the Salem witch trials. A 13- 
year-old boy was accused of 
setting a school on fire caus­ 
ing $168,000 damage. 
The defense admitted the 
charge but asserted the boy 
was under the influence of 
evil spirits at the time. His 
attorney told of s t r a n g e 
events at his home — first 
that 
started 
mysteriously, 
heavy furniture that moved of 
its own accord. Desperate, his 
parents resorted to the an­ 
cient ritual of fire, earth and 
water within a circle to try to 
help their son. 
They drew a chalk oircle 
and placed a lighted candle, a 
saucer of earth and a glass of 
water inside it. The old witch­ 
craft remedy did not work 
and the Rev. Neil-Smith was 
asked to conduct the rite of 
exorcism at the altar of his 
church. In an interview at his 
vicarage he said it was suc­ 
cessful. 
He said the boy had been 
“wholly 
c o n t r o l l e d by 
an outside force.” The case 
was adjourned for medical 
study of the youngster. 
If the demands on the Rev. 
Neil-Smith are any criterion 
the times are getting worse. 
A well-built former cricket 
player and Cambridge gradu­ 
ate, he said he had exorcised 
more than 1,000 spirits and 
ghosts, 
the 
v a s t major­ 
ity—some 
800—in 
the 
past 
three years. 
In 
s o m e in­ 
stances 
the 
parents 
have 
come to him, in others the 
youngsters themselves, “won­ 
dering what has gotten into 
them” that they are so ob­ 
sessed with “seduction and 
destruction.” 
He said John Lennon of the 


about the subject and had 
agreed that evil is a form of 
e n e r g y . “Police at the 
Charles Manson trial (in Los 
Angeles) reported vibrations 
in the courtroom,” the cleric 
said. “They could have been 
evil.” 


Possession Rare 


The Rev. Neil-Smith said 
actual cases of 
possession 
were rare; what most people 
meant was “oppression” by 
an evil spirit. But possession, 
when it appeared, was ex­ 
traordinary. He told of a boy 
in his 20s, quite happy with 
his widowed mother’s second 
marriage, who suddenly tried 


to strangle her. 
He was committed to a 
mental home in such a violent 
state he could only be brought 
out for trial under the guard 
of male nurses. 
Neil-Smith 
conducted the rite of exorc­ 
ism and discovered the youth 
was a puppet for his dead 
father, 
an insanely jealous 
man when he was alive. 


“The 
father 
didn’t 
want 
anyone else to have his wife,” 
Neil-Smith said. “The boy is 
still a bit unstable but he is 
no longer violent and visits 
his mother on her own.” 
The Rev. Neil-Smith never 
knows what the next phone 
call will bring. He was sum-

PARIS (UPI) —How about 


a party in the bedroom of 
King Louis XIV, complete 
with a brocaded fourposter 
bed? Or cocktails overlooking 
the cell Marie-Antoinette left 
only for the guillotine? Or 
even champagne in the hall of 
a chateau once owned by a 
warrior friend of Joan of 
Arc? 
All these are among sites 
the French government is of­ 
fering Frenchmen and foreig­ 
ners alike to rent out for pri­ 
vate parties, receptions, con­ 
certs or business conferences. 
B e g u n cautiously three 
years ago with the 17th Cen­ 
tury Chateau at Maisons-La- 
fitte, the project is now gath­ 
ering speed —and bookings 
—from all over France and 
some from abroad for func­ 
tions ranging 
from family 
w e d d i n g s to international 
business conferences. 
The Chateau, in a northern 
suburb of Paris and the home 
of succeeding generations of 
French noblemen and gener­ 
als, is the pilot project of the 
program, mainly because it 
has been extensively restored 
a n d 
refurnished 
by 
the 
F r e n c h government with 
some modem amenities such 
as central heating, a sound 
system and flood-lighting. 


Business Good 


But other ancient buildings 
are doing good business, too, 
according to Mrs. Anne-Marie 
Thibaut, the Ministry of Cul­ 
ture official in charge of the 
renting out of national monu­ 
ments. 
The gothic-arched Salle St. 
Louis in the Palace of Justice 
in Paris can accommodate 1,- 
200 persons at a reception or 
cocktail party. 
The chamber includes the 
old guardroom, the men-at- 
arms room and the ancient 
royal kitchens of the Kings of 
France who lived on the site 


before the Louvre Palace was 
built on the other bank of the 
Seine in the 16th Century. 
Today a grille separates the 
chamber from the “road of 
Paris” —the passage taken 
from their cells to the guillo­ 
tine by hundreds of persons 
condemned under the revolu­ 
tion. The cell where Marie- 
Antoinette 
spent 
her 
last 
night before taking the same 
route lies only a few yards 
away. 
One of the big parties there 
recently 
was 
a 
com- 


bined Franco-Russian recep­ 
tion, at a cost of $2,181 for the 
chamber. The same price 
rents the entire chateau and 
grounds at Maisons-Lafitte, 
which has a royal bedroom 
thrown in for good measure. 


Bed Rebuilt 


It was used by Louis XIV 
at least once in 1671 when the 
King left Paris to mourn the 
death of his young son, the 
Duke of Anjou. Experts have 
rebuilt the four poster bed in 
the 
style 
of 
the 
pe­ 


riod, 
complete with sump­ 
tuous drapes and curtains. 
Another big draw is the 


famous monastery of Mont St. 
Michel off the 
Normandy 


coast —a combined national 
monument and religious insti­ 
tution. 
“ But there,” Mrs. Thibaut 


said, “we can accept only 
functions of great prestige, 
because of the presence of the 
Benedectine monks. The final 
decision rests with the cura­ 
tor.” 
Another of the 20 or so state- 


owned palaces available is 
the 12th Century castle of 
Chateaudun in the Loire Val­ 
ley. 
Its most famous inhabitant 


was Dunois, a local warlord 
and one of the earliest to ral­ 
ly to the banner of Joan of 


Arc against the English in the 
14th Century. 
There the Culture Ministry 


offers a huge medieval dining 
hall for 1,000 francs ($200) for 
the room.

They have 
this weakness in the head which 
looks like some kind of nerve dis­ 
ease to me. It doesn’t go on all 
the time but when it does it is 
very obvious and the head bobs 
up and down like a cork in wat­ 
er. I just couldn’t stand it if any­ 
thing happened to these babies 
after we have waited so long. 


Please rush an answer.

D ear N.H.: Obviously m y co­ 
lumn is not the best place to 
rush an answer. 
By now you 
should be reassured by 
the 
pups, themselves, as they pre­ 
sumably have gradually lost the 
benign-hyperkinesias you have 
described.

twitches, the jerky movements 
noted when they are asleep.

Out Shopping 
With 
the 
first 
signs 
of 
sprint’,, would-be homeowners 
are out shopping. It appears 
not all are browsing. Already, 
in the normally slow months 
of the year (June-September 
are the big months) there are 


reports of sharply increased 
activity in 
new 
and used 
homes. 
NAREB’s Brown said “in 
January, the level of sales 
was 19 per cent above the 
same month last year...the 
housing market is good and 
getting better.” Richard Was- 
serman, president of ITT Lev­ 
itt Inc., the nation’s largest 
homebuilder, 
reported 
“our 
company sales in just about 
all markets have doubled in 
the last three weeks.” . 
A U n i t e d Press Inter­ 
national sampling of senti­ 
ment a r o u n d the country 
indicates 
the American tra­ 
dition of home ownership per­ 
sists —even in the face of in­ 
flated costs and some doubts 
about the economy. 
‘‘We don’t feel all that opti­ 
mistic about the economy — I 
think there are tough times 
still to come —but we feel a 
home purchase is a very good 
investment at this time of our 
lives.” This from Jon Camp­ 
bell, 
Norwalk, 
Calif., 
who 
has just contracted to buy a 
$21,400, three-bedroom town- 
home 
in 
a 
416-unit 
con­ 
dominium 
development 
in 
Stanton, Calif. 
Newlyweds, John and his 
wife, Peggy, are in their ear­ 
ly twenties; he is a student at 
Biola College in La Mirada 
and part-time employee of the 
Norwalk-LaMirada 
Unified 
School District; she, a secre­ 
tary for the A. M. Castle Steel 
distribution center. 
The two, each raised in a $40- 
$50,000 home, “appreciate the 
luxury of space after apart­ 
ment living; a kitchen that 
looks out on a private patio, 
without too big an outlay.” 
They’re buying their home 
“with about a 5 per cent 
down payment,” have 7 per 
cent mortgage commitment, 
are “hoping it will go to 61/2 
before we close.” Campbell 
said “we won’t have much 
equity for a while, but you re­ 
alize at income tax time that 
renting gives you nothing.” 
Robert M. Grant, president 
of Grant 
Corp., 
Anaheim- 
based builder of the project in 
which the Campbells bought 
their home, says his company 
sold in the first three weeks 
of March 161 homes having a 


retail value of $4.6 million 
just in its Southern California 
developments. 
The story is the s a m e else­ 
where around the country. 
Lots of people are looking. 
Many are buying. New homes 
that stood idle for a year or 
more are beginning to move. 
Used homes are being listed 
— and at higher prices —as 
people who want to upgrade 
their housing get back into 
the market. “ No one who 
didn’t have to move sold last 
year,” said Jean Morgan of 
Morgan Real Estate, Ossin­ 
ing, N.Y. “Only people who 
were transferred out put their 
homes up for sale.” 
A cut in interest rates lo­ 
wers monthly payments so­ 
mewhat, 
and 
helps 
many 
more families qualify for a 
home loan, especially at the 
lower end of the price range. 
Sen. John Sparkman, D-Ala., 
chairman of the Banking and 
Currency 
Committee, 
esti­ 
mated a 1 per cent drop in 
interest rate could qualify 3-to 
4-million Americans for home 
purchase. 
However, most families who 
wanted to buy last year and 
did not were deterred more 
by the difficulty of obtaining 
mortgages, the big down pay­ 
ments required and the short 
life of loan allowed. 


Money Available 
Mortgage money is readily 
available now on more liberal 
terms. Thrift institutions, ma­ 
jor mortgage lenders in the 
residential 
market, 
have 
a m p l e funds 
(consumers 
stepped up their saving in the 
atmosphere of economic un­ 
certainty last year) and most 
are increasing their mortgage 
portfolios. 
“All they have to do is 
come and get it,” quipped one 
Connecticut

asked whether his bank had 
money for mortgages. “Real 
estate agents told us banks 
were calling them offering 
money for mortgages—some­ 
thing u n h e a r d of only six 
months ago,” reported

Variety of Plans 
At Stone Ridge 


New York City. 
Apartment dwellers for six 
years as David finished law 
school and got a start in his 
profession,

for three years. This year, 
however, expecting their first 
child, they began the house­ 
hunt in earnest. ”We had de­ 
cided,“ the Friedmans said, 
“it would not do to rent any 
longer. To move from our 3 
1-2 room apartment to 4 1-2 
rooms would double our rent 
with only a small improve­ 
ment in space. Over three 
years, we figured, we would 
pay about $11,000 and then 
probably have to move any­ 
way for more space.” 
The Friedmans found inter­ 
est rates had dropped and 
conventional mortgages were 
available at 25 per cent down. 
But they found, too, “home 
prices had gone up sharply 
and there were more buyers 
in the market than houses 
available —at least in our 
price range. It just didn’t 
seem sensible to wait longer, 
especially since we found the 
house we were looking for,” 
the couple said. 
Rates Down 
Another couple who decided 
to go ahead are the Jack 
McKinneys of Dallas. McKin­ 
ney, a supervisor for Univac, 
said “ interest rates are com­ 
ing down. The recession has 
caused a lot of people to think 
twice, but I feel my company 
is pretty solid. My wife didn’t 
like the house we were living 
in.” He said, however, their 
old home in Carrollton, a sub­ 
urb, was l a r g e r than the 
home they bought in the Bluff 
View section of Dallas. 
This is typical of a two-year 
trend toward smaller homes, 
the first in nearly 20 years. 
Families, in order to afford a 
house at all, are settling for 
less room than they might 
like, for fewer extras such as 
air conditioning, 
fireplaces, 
patios. 
Builders, in order to 
keep costs in line, are putting 
up smaller models, leaving 
more space to be finished la­ 
ter, substituting less expen­ 
sive appliances and fittings.

housing slump, the median 
price (half of all houses sel­ 
ling below, half above this le­ 
vel) of a built-for-sale house 
dropped from $25,100 in De­ 
cember 1969 to $22,300 last 
December. 
Today the median is ap­

for

new and existing homes and 
there seems little likelihood of

p r i c e s . Housing Secretary 
Romney 
warned 
just 
last 
month that the price of a ty­ 
pical new home may be for­ 
ced up by $2,500 over the next 
three years, merely to cover 
wage increases in the con­ 
struction 
industry. 
Rene 
Henry, Jr., executive secret­ 
ary of the Council of Housing 
Producers, said: “We may be 
on the verge of the greatest

As they have for years, the 
experts advise families who 
need a home to “buy now.” . 
They point out that any small 
savings to be gained by wait­ 
ing for a drop of another 1-4 
or 1-2 point in lending rates 
that may or may not occur 
likely would be offset quickly 
by appreciation in property 
values.

Not All Able 
Not all families who are 
ready for home ownership are 


willing, or able. 
Joseph Fillipino, a young

said: “I would like to buy a 
house. My rent is going up 
again in May. For the same 
amount of money I pay per 
month now I would have more 
freedom, more room, equity 
and investment. But as far as 
I’m concerned, houses 
are 
quite high now...” 
Fillipino and his wife were 
ready to close on a house last 
year but found they were get­ 
ting a lemon. 
He now has 
doubts. “If I buy anything,” 
he said, “ it will be an older 
house on big property.” .

Go s s , 
president 
of Investors Mortgage Insur­ 
ance Co., Boston, told of a 
Detroit couple, the man an 
auto assembly line worker. 
T h e y 
had 
been 
looking 
around, felt they could afford 
something

to

had saved a little over $2,000 
which they could use for a 
down payment. “Then came 
the strike. I was out of a job. 
It shook us up and we de­ 
cided we had better not do

Goss also noted the case of 
a young Seattle family. Both 
were employed, with a com­ 
bined income around $13,000. 
The couple had decided in 
February on a $17,990 split le­ 
vel home with bath and a 
half. They had talked with a 
savings and loan association 
and had been approved for a 
$15,300 mortgage loan. Then 
the wife was laid off from her 
job with a travel agency. 
“We had to postpone the 
house. We just wouldn’t be 
able to afford the payments 
and, if anything else hap­

Many families have nagging 
doubts as an aftermath of the 
1970 recession and what they 
don’t need, they won’t buy. 
However, for many families

make more sense to buy now 
than to wait. 
George and Marti Plager 
are one such couple. Trans­ 
ferred by TWA from Kansas

N.J., last September. 
“We found prices »too high 
— at least 20 to 25 per cent 
higher than in Kansas City. 
We had to put down 25 per 
cent and we had to pay 8 per 
cent (they had assumed a 5 
1-2 per cent mortgage in their 
p r e v i o u s home) but we 
bought 
anyway,” 
they 
ex­ 
plained. 
The Plagers, midwesterners 
with two sons, age 5 and 8, 
have moved 13 times in nine 
y e a r s , and bought three 
homes. They would have pre­ 
ferred to rent for a while to 
look around, but are very 
happy with their purchase. 
“Rent costs as much as any 
home payments. 
We knew 
what we could manage and 
weren’t about to get in over 
our heads,” they said. 
Great Variation 
T h e Plager’s experience 
points up the great variation 
in housing prices and costs 
across the country. Durand A. 
Holladay of Continental Mort­ 
gage Investors Corp., Boston, 
noted that, while the national 
median price of new homes is 
$23,500, the median price in 
the Northeast is $34,700: that 
in the North Central $30.200; 
South $20,000, and in the West 
$23,700; the differences are 
attributable to such factors as 
type of construction, climatic 
and building conditions, cost 
of land, labor and materials 
and the availability of mort­ 
gage money. 
Just as housing prices dif­ 
fer, so do mortgage lending 
rates, he added. The effective 
mortgage interest rate, the 
basic i n t e r e s t rate plus 
service charges, varies. On 
Feb. 1, 1971, the average ef­ 
fective rates of new 
first 
mortgages 
by 
all 
lenders 
(rates vary among lenders, 
too, of course) were 7.9 per 
cent in Baltimore, 8.93 in At­ 
lanta, 7.81 Chicago, 8.61 Dal­ 
las, 8.72 Denver, 7.97 in the 
Los Angeles-Long Beach area, 
8.28 in Miami, 8.02 in Min­ 
neapolis, 7.5 in New York, 
8.06 in Philadelphia, 8.09 in 
San Francisco and 8.0 per 
cent in Seattle. 
The variation in conditions 
around the country appeared, 
too, in UPI’s Questioning of 
builders and bankers. While 
there were many gradations 
of opinion, some hinging on 
loc'd un°mnlo''ment or other 
regional situations, most were 
optimistic* 
Tn New York City, Leslie 


Sheppard, director of market­ 
ing and communications for 
Previews, Inc., of national re­ 
alty firm 
which

in properties averaging 
around $150,000, but running 
as high as $3% million, said 
there has been “no significant 
change in the U.S. market 
yet. But then,” he noted, “we 
weren’t affected much in the 
doldrums either. Owners of 
many of our properties take 
b a c k m o r t g a g e s them­ 
selves.”.

der the First Amendment. 


Inmates filed the federal 
court suit complaining about 
regulations concerning their 
mail and the denial of access 
to 
newspapers 
and 
maga­ 
zines. 
The county argued s u c h 
materials could be used to 
start fires or plug toilets and 
drains, that inmates would 
quarrel over them, and that it 
would be costly to process 
subscriptions. 
W o 11 e n berg said other 
items, such as bedding or 
clothing, could be used for 
fires or drain clogging, that 
inmates’ 
personal 
property 
could cause disputes, and that 
funds 
for 
newspaper 
and 
magazine purchases could be 
managed the same way as 
those used to buy candy, ciga­ 
rettes and other similar per­ 
sonal items.

said

A child touches a hot stove only once. A truism is noted, 
“ Experience is the best teacher.” 
Can we also expect the experience school to teach better 
social behavior? Probably. The learning, however, depends on 
whether we are permitted to learn in this manner. 
Take dawdling as an example. Have you seen your neigh­ 
bor’s children drive their parents up the wall with their delay­ 
ing, dawdling behavior? They dawdle when dressing, daily at 
the table, and delay getting home on time. 
Let us see what the natural consequences of dawdling may 
be. What if the child misses breakfast, especially hotcakes? 
What if the child must complete chores before he goes out to 
play? “ But, Mom, the game will be already started when I get 
there.” 
The reality is, he may miss out on something important. 
After two calls to dinner, the family might go ahead and eat. 
Those who arrive late can eat cold food, or miss out. Soon the 
child will learn that his actions bear certain consequences that 
occur naturally, not punitively. 
If he dawdles with getting dressed, determine what the na­ 
tural consequences might be. The difficult part for the parent 
is letting the consequences occur. If it is being late for school, 
let the school authorities deal with the tardy child. If the child 
dislikes dealing with this kind of trouble, he will hustle the 
next morning. 
A teen-age boy was allowed to buy his own car. While driv­ 
ing carelessly, he wrecked it. His parents paid the bill, so the 
boy was forced to devise new “ tests” of reality. He had to 
determine how much he could expect to get away with in life 
without any consequences. Later, he tested his boss by coming 
to work late every day until he got fired. 
Allowing the natural consequence to occur helps to remove 
the parent from the role of judge, jury and executioner. The 
alternatives for the child are to accept the consequences or to 
change his behavior. 
Changing behavior or facing up to life’s consequences is the 
mark of maturity. When our children can do that, they are 
ready to deal with life from their own resources. 
We invite your questions so we can become more specific. 
You may wish to obtain a useful publication “ A Parents Guide 
to Child Discipline” by Dreikurs and Gray, which deals more 
exensively with this topic.

Stamps 
Eight New Stamps 
To Make the Scene 


Between now and midyear there will be no less than, nine 
U.S. stamp issues, including a reissue of the Eisenhower 
stamp with an 8-cent value. 
Preceding the Eisenhower reissue will be another 8-cent 
postage stamp that will commemorate the 150th anniversary of 
Missouri’s admission to the Union. 
The stamp will be issued with the first-day ceremonies May 
8 at Independence, Mo. It coincides with President Truman's 
87th birthday. The subject of the horizontal stamp is the cen­ 
tral portion of Thomas Hart Benton’s mural “ Independence 
and the Opening of the West,” which is in the Harry S. Tru­ 
man Library at Independence. 
The design of the stamp shows a Pawnee Indian facing a 
hunter-trapper and a group of settlers. In the background are 
oxen-drawn covered wagons. Across the bottom of the stamp is 
the inscription “ Missouri 1821-1971 United States 8 cents.” the 
numerals are in orange, the rest is black. Above this to the 
right is “ Thomas Hart Benton” in orange. 
Collectors desiring first-day cancellation may submit orders 
to the Postmaster, Independence, Mo. 64051. Plainly indicate 
the full name and adress, including Zip code, with remittance 
to cover the cost of 8 cents each stamp. 
The outside envelope to the postmaster should be endorsed 
“ First-Day Covers 8 cents Missouri Statehood Commemorative 
Stamp.” Orders for first-day covers must be postmarked no 
later than May 8. 
The Eisenhower 8-center will be reissued on May 16 at 
Washington, D.C. 
A 16-cent Ernie Pyle stamp is in the works but the date of 
issue is not known yet. A set of four 8-centers on wildlife 
conservation will make their appeaance June 12 at Avery Is­ 
land, La. 70513. 
An 8-cent stamp marking the 10th anniversary of the Antarc­ 
tic Treaty will be issued June 23 at Washington, D.C. A stamp 
for July 4 release will mark the bicentennial of the American 
Revolution. 


Dust Bowl 
During the drought, winds 
have

“ Pastures that ought to be 
lush and green at this time 
are brown and in some cases 
actually dying,” said John 
White, Texas agriculture com­ 
missioner. “ At this time of 
the spring our total $4 billion 
income of agriculture is en­ 
dangered.

Disaster Area 
Texas Gov. Preston Smith 
has asked President Nixon to 
declare 60 counties in the 
Panhandle and the south dis­ 
aster areas because of the 
drought. Gov. David Hall of 
Oklahoma also has asked for 
federal aid. 
“ It is real bad. I don’t think 
people realize how bad it is,” 
said J. W. Potts of the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Serv­ 
ice. “ Everything is dry ex­ 
cept a small area in northeast 
Texas and another small area 
in southeast Texas. I have ne­ 
ver seen a spring start worse. 
You have to go back 70 years 
to find so little rain.”

Our personal remarks were limited to the concluding para­ 
graph: “ Lrom Action L'ne’s gardening experience, neither 
dogs nor cats nor gophers will touch the snail bait or the 
dead snails. If this is true ot ail dogs and cats, the danger to 
other animals is minute.”

POMONA - The City Coun­ 
cil Monday night may award 
a contract for the installation 
of parking stalls to replace 
those that will be removed in 
a downtown lot for the con­ 
struction of a nine-story office 
building.

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EDITORIALS 
New Day Dawns 
For the Indian 


More than 600,000 American Indians live in the 
United States. Two out of three live on or near a 
reservation, where the unemployment rate is nearly 
10 times the national average. The average age is 
18; the median family income is $1,700 a year; the 
high school dropout rate is double the national aver­ 
age and average life expectancy is 20 years younger 
than the national figure. 
The plight of the original American has long been 
a reproach to all Americans. At last something is 
being done about it, although with odds this great, 
the problems cannot be solved overnight. 
The battle against the dismal statistics recited 
above is being waged through self-help programs 
set up by a partnership among the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Development, the Commerce Department’s 
Economic Development Administration, other feder­ 
al agencies and private enterprise. 
With the help of a grant from OEO to buy mach­ 
inery the Pueblo Laguna Indians of New Mexico 
are quarrying and marketing a variety of rock 
found on their land. Only Indians operate the enter­ 
prise, from management to sales to the men at the 
power chisels. 
Laguna rock is beginning to make a name for 
itself. Gulf Oil recently purchased an order for its 
service stations. The New Mexico State Highway 
Department is using Laguna rock to build rest 
stops. 
lire project will be the basis for establishing other 
tribally owned businesses which pay their own way 
and employ Indian people. 
On the 16-million-acre *Navajo reservation span­ 
ning parts of Arizona, New Mexico and Utah, 120,000 
Navajos — the largest of all American Indian tribes 
— are benefiting from a variety of government- 
private industry projects. 
EDA funding of two industrial parks and water 
and sewer facilities has brought new business to the 
reservation, including a pilot transistor assembly 
plant established at Shiprock, N.M., in 1965 by 
Fairchild Camera & Instrument Corp. 
The project was floundering until a man named 
Paul W. Driscoll took over as manager in 1967. Dis­ 
covering that the Navajo language had no direct 
equivalent for some English words, he devised such 
terms as “shiny metal” for aluminum and “tunnel” 
for oscillator. 
lo help the workers understand business time 
concepts, he divided plant clocks into 10 numbered 
sections, alternately painted red and white, so that 
instead of referring to so many minutes, workers 
talk about so many “sections.” 
The plant is now a profit-making operation, em­ 
ploying 725 Indians who work with the highest de­ 
gree of competency on even the most intricate 
machines. Fairchild’s turnover rate at Shiprock has 
been about four per cent a month, the lowest rate in 
any of its plants. 
Driscoll was recently awarded Business Week 
magazine’s 
second 
annual 
business 
citizenship 
award for leadership. 
In January, the Navajos installed the tribe’s ninth 
chairman. In his inauguration address to a crowd of 
7.000 at Window Rock, Ariz., Peter MacDonald out­ 
lined three broad goals of his administration: 
“First, what is rightfully ours, we must protect; 
what is rightfully due us, we must claim. 
“Second, what we depend upon from others, we 
must replace with the labor of our own hands and 
the skills of our own people. 
“Third, what we do not have, we must bring into 
being. We must create for ourselves.’’ 
A new day is dawning for the American Indian.

The way things stand now 
all states would either have to 
provide for the 18 year oW 
vote in all elections or main­ 
tain two registration rolls, one 
for the 18 to 21 year olds and 
one for those 21 and over. It 
is the kind of situation which 
gives election officials the 
shakes just contemplating the 
cost and confusion.

North Viets1 Goal: 
Human Freedom?? 


If a U.S. congressman can call Lt. William L. 
Calley a “great American,” as one of them has 
done, then it is probably all right for an American 
college student to say that the North Vietnamese 
are fighting for the ideals of 1776, as one of them 
has done. 
There is not much to choose between the state­ 
ments. 
Art .Scott, president of the student body of Hiram 
College in Hiram, Ohio, was the only undergraduate 
among 160 Americans from 44 states who recently 
made a Quaker-sponsored trip to the Paris peace 
talks. The group included housewives, businessmen, 
clergy, state legislators and educators. 
American motives in Indochina are anything but 
those of the patriots of the American Revolution, 
says Scott. Indeed, after talking with the North 
Vietnamese negotiators he found it is just the other 
way around. 
“The North Vietnamese are fighting for national 
unity, and the NFL (Viet Cong) for human free­ 
dom,” he says, “just like we were in the American 
Revolution.” 
There is no doubt that the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong are lighting for national unity. So were 
the North Koreans in 19r>0. But human freedom? 
We await ihe day when the first North Vietna­ 
mese student—or North Korean or Russian or Red 
Chinese or Czc<*h or Polish or East German or Cu- 
lJan—is permited to visit this country and return 
home and state in the public press, without fear of 
punishment, that he disagrees with the policies of 
his government. 
When that day comes, as another well-known “free­ 
dom fighter” named Nikita Khrushchev once put it, 
the shrimp will whistle. 


There*« a Hitch 


The hitch to a uniform na­ 
tional 18 year old vote now, of 
course, is the required ratifi­ 
cation of the constitutional 
amendment by three-fourths 
or 38 states, in advance of the 
1 9 7 2 elections. Legislative 
ratification of constitutional 
amendments can be a time 
consuming process, so it is 
probably a bit optimistic to 
expect that all the states will 
be on the same age basis for 
voter qualification by next 
year. 
The estimated cost, natio­ 
nally, to maintain two sepa­ 
rate registrations lists is $20 
million. 
In the partisan political 
arena both parties profess to 
be delighted with reduction of 
the voting age to 18. Obvious­ 
ly both had better be because 
the 18 to 21 year olds will 
pack a pretty fair wallop at 
the ballot box if for any rea- 
so n t h e y 
should 
move 
preponderantly to one party 
or the other. 
The practical fact of the 
matter is, however, that the 
new 
voting 
age 
probably 
won’t have any drastic effect 
on voting patterns. In ages 
gone by when the right to se­ 
lect representatives was a 
matter of property owners, 
then men only, then women 
and men, 
voting 
patterns 
were more a matter of educa­ 
tion and economics. As the 
country’s educational 
scale 
has expanded, as knowledge 
has Increased, the broadened 
voting requirements have not 
seemed to have too much ef­ 
fect on election outcomes.

Tn regard to the 18 year 
olds, most parents would con­ 
firm today’s generation 
is 
just as independent as the 
last one. Education is broa­ 
der. Susceptibility to emotion 
Is about the aame and the ir­ 
rationality of logic is still 
baffling. With the exception of 
the dropouts, the dope heads, 
the lunatic 
Met’ebum-every- 
thing-down’* fringe this pro­ 
bably Is as educated a gener­ 
ation os has yet come along.

The redoubtable J. Edgar 
Hoover was 
straining 
the 
truth a bit when the told Sen­ 
ate GOP Leader Hugh Scott 
this week that no member of 
Congress has been under FBI 
surveillance. 
Competent sources inside 
the FBI tell us that G-men 
have shadowed at least four 
Congressmen. They are: 
The late Rep. Vito Marcan- 
tonio, American-Labor, N.Y., 
suspected of communist ties; 
e x-R e p . Roland Libonati, 
D-Ill., suspected of Mafia con­ 
nections; Rep. Cornelius Gal­ 
lagher, D-N.J., suspected of 
Mafia associations, and Rep. 
Peter Frelinghuysen, R-N.J., 
who was kept under FBI sur­ 
veillance briefly to protect 
him from a blackmail at­ 
tempt. 
We were unable to confirm 
H lo u se Democratic Leader 
Hale Boggs’ charge that the 
FBI has tapped congressional 
phones. But we have estab­ 
lished that several members 
of Congress, including Boggs, 
have been investigated by the 
FBI as a result of electronic 
eavesdropping. Boggs 
was 
one 
of 
several 
legislators 
whose names were picked up 
on wiretaps during the FBI’s 
investigation of fixer Nathan 
Voloshen andi ex-House aide 
Martin Sweig. The FBI sub­ 
sequently checked into Boggs’ 
rote In helping Baltimore con­ 
tractor Victor Frenkil get the 
contract for constructing a 
House garage. 
House GOP leader Gerald 
Ford, who leaped to the 
House floor to defend Hoover 
from Boggs’ charges, h a s 
been caught up himself in 
more than one FBI investiga­ 
tion. 
In the Voloshen-Sweig case, 
the FBI learned that a third 
member of their fixit team, 
Robert Winterberger, some­ 
times operated out of Ford’s 
office. 
Earlier, the FBI bug in lob­ 
byist Fred Black’s hotel suite 
picked up a telephone con­ 
versation 
between 
AVCO’s 
Earl “Red” Blaik and Ford. 
FBI agents, checking on the 


monitored conversation, found 
that Blaik had enlisted Ford’s 
aid in preventing a probe of 
an AVCO defense contract 
and that Ford occasionally 
had hitched free rides on 
AVCO planes. The FBI also 
overheard 
Black 
make 
a 
breakfast date over the tele­ 
phone with Oklahoma’s Rep. 
Carl Albert and ex-Sen. Mike 
Monroney. Agents bustled up 
to Capitol Hill next morning, 
searched in vain for Black’s 
car and reported to Hoover: 
“WFO (Washington Field Of­ 
fice) will be alert for any in­ 
formation which would indi­ 
cate Black did or did not 
keep his appointment with 
Sen. Mike Monroney and Rep. 
Carl Albert.” 
Albert is now House Spea­ 
ker and works closely with 
Boggs. 
Listening devices have also 
been used in the invefcigations 
of Libonati, Gallagher and 
other members of Congress. 
It would be difficult to prove, 
however, that wiretaps have 
actually 
been 
installed on 
congressional phones. 
Ex-Sen. Edward Long, D-Mo., 
who conducted a Senate inves­ 
tigation of eavesdropping, told 
us that his electronic experts 
had made a sweep of Senate 
corridors and had picked up a 
strong indication that the of­ 
fices 
of 
ex-Senator 
Ralph 
Yarborough, 
D-Tex., 
and 
Maurlnce Neuberger, D-Ore., 
w o r e b u g g e d . A later 
thorough search of their of­ 
fices, however, failed to unco­ 
ver the listening devices. 
President Nixon charge in 
his TV talk with Howard K. 
Smith that the media had giv­ 
en a distorted picture of the 
Laos invasion. His view was 
based, the President said, 
upon a two-week summary of 
n i e w s p a p e r and television 
coverage. 
Afterward, press secretary 
Ron 
Ziegler expained that 
the President was referring 
to the regular news digests he 
receives every day. Reporters 
asked to see the digests for 
themselves, but Ziegler turn­ 
ed them down. 


We have now obtained access 
to some of these digests, 
which boil down the daily 
press reports into succinct, 
easy-to-read capsules. Seldom 
is a news story allotted more 
than a brief paragraph. 
The press coverage of the 
Laos invasion usually was 
summarized in one or two 
typewritten pages on short 
items. White House aide Pat 
Buchanan, who prepares the 
digests, selects both favorable 
and critical stories to com­ 
press for presidential reading. 
But he 
seems to favor 
stories supporting Nixon. The 
digests we saw, at least, don’t 
show any serious press dis­ 
tortion of the Laos invasion. 
The diigest for March 23, 
1971, for example, began with 
this item: “The U.S. com­ 
mand indicated the two-day 
air strikes on NVN were high­ 
ly successful saying pilots 
destroyed three missile sites, 
touching off H)0 explosions.” 
The next item 
reported: 
“U.S. 
crews 
manning 
the 
fleet of 600 helicopters which 
supported SVN's Laos offen­ 
sive began withdrawing from 
Khe Sanh as the campaign 
neared its end. Final units in 
the Saigon task force retreat­ 
ed under heavy Communist 
fire.” 
Next: “U.S. helicopter gun- 
ships battling in Laos proved 
for the first time they are 
more than a match for hostile 
tanks, said an army officer 
just back from the war zone. 
Even more important, said 
IX. Col. Robert Molinelli, U.S. 
helicopter pilots over Laos 
met ‘the heaviest antiaircraft 
fire we have ever encoun­ 
tered’ and proved they could 
survive it.” 
The daily digest devoted 
more space, in fact, to the 
coverage of Nixon’s TV ap­ 
pearance with Smith than to 
the coverage of the Laos 
fighting. After four longer- 
than-usual paragraphs on the 
TV show, the digest} con­ 
cluded: “ABC estimated that 
between 9 million and 10 mil­ 
lion people watched RN on 
TV.”

Vladimer 
Mechulayee 
is 
third secretary in the political 
section of the Soviet Embassy 
here. We met some weeks ago 
through a mutual friend, and 
recently lunched together at 
the National Press Club. 
Since neither he nor I have 
anthing to do with official pol­ 
icy, our conversation centered 
on every day things, 
like 
comparison between America 
and the Soviet Union in cer­ 
tain areas. 
First, let me teli you a little 
about the guy, then some of 
what we talked about. Con­ 
trary to the cartoonist ste­ 
reotype Russian (dark, sinis­ 
ter, with Molotov cocktail), 
Vladimer is light, blue-eyed, 
with a ready smile, and at 
34, 
prematurely 
grey. 
He 
comes from a Moscow sub­ 
urb, has lived here with his 
wife and two young children 
two years. 
First A Lawyer 
Vladimer holds a Ph.D., 
and before entering the diplo­ 
matic service four years ago 
was a practicing lawyer. He 
studied America and the Eng­ 
lish language some 10 years, 
speaks well, but with an ac­ 
cent. He hopes to leave gov­ 
ernment service in a few 
years and go into teaching, 
like his father and sister who 
teach in the public schools. 
Because of the shortage of 
cars in Russia, they don’t 
speak in terms of “driving 
time,” 
but 
instead 
“train 
time.” More and more people 
are buying cars, and within 
five years supply can meet 
the demand. “Then we’ll have 
the auto problem you have.” 
They ride bikes a lot there, 
and most Russians take the 
matter of physical fitness se­ 
riously. On weekends, for in- 
s t a n c e , families go hik­ 
in g — w i t h a pack and 
food—sometimes traversing a 
50 mile circle, and camping 
out in good weather. 
Russia doesn’t have welfare 
as such, like the U.S. They do 
have something that corres­ 
ponds to our Social Secur­ 
ity-mandatory retirement at 
60 for men, 55 for women. 
They take care of the elderly, 
the blind and the lame. But 
there is nothing to correspond 
to the Aid to Families With 
Dependent Children (AFDC) 
which is threatening to bank­ 
rupt many states here. 
If a woman has illegknate 
children, the children are ta- 


ken by the state. If the wom­ 
an is able to work in a facto­ 
ry or on a farm, and refuses, 
she is placed in an institution 
where she must work. 


Taxes, Too 
The draft for military serv­ 
ice corresponds to the Ameri­ 
can system, usually a min­ 
imum of two years active 
service and so many years in 
reserve. There are no student 
exemptions. 
Income taxes? 
Eight and one-half per cent 
for the first 100 rubles, then a 
straight 13 per cent thereaf­ 
ter. 
How does Russia handle 
dissent? It has happened only 
in recent years, then involv­ 
ing small groups. Protesters 
are told to go home. If they 
r e f u s e , 
t h e y ’ r e 
a r ­ 
rested—some sent to jail, oth­ 
ers to insane asylums. But 
supposing they’re not insane? 
Why would they be doing such 
crazy things, otherwise?’ 
Permissiveness? “America 
is a great country, but really 
you are too permissive,” said 
Vladimer. “A country must 
have rules beyond which you 
cannot go. You Americans 
tolerate more and more law­ 
lessness. We don’t have ‘hip­ 
pies’ and we don’t want any.” 
Rowdiness in school? “We 
simply don’t tolerate it. If you 
don’t start tolerating it, then 
you don’t have the problem to 
contend with,” Vladimer com­ 
mented. 
He said he 
was 
“shocked” 
when 
he 
first 
came 
to 
Washington 
and 
learned of rampant violent 
crime and the crime and dis­ 
order in the schools. 
Different View 
When 1 intimated that it was 
the proper function for a de­ 
mocracy to tolerate dissent, 
to be permissive, to not re­ 
press school students, to let 
neighborhood civilian boards 
direct police activity, Vladi­ 
mer said he had a different 
interpretation 
of 
democra­ 
cy—to establish a society, us­ 
ing legitimate 
state 
force 
when necessary, whereby citi­ 
zens could move about with­ 
out being set upon and rob­ 
bed, raped, and assaulted, 
and where students may stu­ 
dy in security. 
It goes to show how what 
u s e d 
t o 
b e 
a 
simple 
word—democracy—can mean 
different things to different 
people. I somehow think that 
the average American and 
the average Russian have 
much in common. More, for 
instance, than Russia has 
with her neighbor, Red China.

Man's Accountability 
The first disclosures of the 
My Lai incident were met with 
s h o c k e d unbelief by the 
American public. Then as the 
number of witnesses grew, 
shock and horror led to a 
public demand for military 
and judicial investigation. Al­ 
though there was a strong un­ 
dercurrent seeking to wash 
the issue away, it did not pre­ 
vail. 
Now 
suddenly 
after 
Lieutenant Calley has been 
convicted of murder, there is 
a great upsurge of popular 
protest on his behalf; and, 
surprisingly, it has erupted 
from the pent-up emotions of 
doves and hawks alike. 
The hawks, by hailing Cal­ 
ley a hero and martyr, seem 


to be blind to all morality in 
this matter; for how can one 
condemn the Viet Cong for 
their frequent atrocities, if in 
a single incident we approve 
the same behavior on the part 
of our men? More consistent 
are the doves; ion in their 
view’ the war is totally im­ 
moral and Calley’s guilt is 
shared by the whole Ameri­ 
can society; yet the doves 
have a way of oversimplify­ 
ing issues and seem largely 
blind to the real struggle for 
freedom in Southeast Asia. 


To defend Calley is not to 
uphold the armed services of 
our country. Quite the oppo­ 
site is the case; for the wan­ 
ton slaughter of old men, 
women, and even infants in 


arms can only bring disgrace 
upon our troops. 
In defending Calley, hawk 
and dove alike make a mock­ 
ery of the war crimes trials 
after World War II in which 
we thought we had initiated a 
new era of the conscience by 
declaring man’s accountabil­ 
ity to mankind for crimes 
committed under military or­ 
ders. 
If now we exonerate Calley 
(or any other responsible per­ 
sons) we openly reject the 
Geneva Conventions of war; 
and we confess before the 
world that the American con­ 
science is dead. This is far 
more shameful than the My 
Lai massacre itself.—William

One project’s goal is to de­ 
termine what areas of the 
brain produce visual images 
while the other project will 
develop implantable bio-sti­ 
mulators to better 
control 
nervous system disorders for 
improved musuclar coordina­ 
tion.

of small wires that 
could be implanted in the ou­ 


ter layer of the brain to 
measure waveforms during 
the sight process.

When Britain’s Labor gov- 
e r n me n t announced mora 
than two years ago that it 
was pulling its troops out ol 
the rich and strategically inn 
portant Gulf area, the sheikh­ 
doms, under British and Ku­ 
waiti pressure, reluctantly be­ 
gan moves to form a feder­ 
ation for their defense and 
economic well-being. 
Involved were Bahrain and 
Qatar and the seven Trucial 
states —Abu Dhabi, Dubai, 
Sharja,

mah, Fujairah, Ajman,. and 
Um al Quwain.

But meeting after meeting 
proved inconclusive. A Saudi 
Arabian-Kuwaiti initiative to 
rescue the federal idea hasl 
collapsed and with the milita-* 
ry withdrawal approaching« 
the idea seems finally still-* 
born.

believe 
that the next move will be for 
Bahrain to proclaim its inde­ 
pendence, 
join 
the 
Arab

If Bahrain goes it alone*

suit, with Saudi backing, by 
July. 
Britain will likely sign a 
friendship treaty with each ol 
them.

Britain says Abou Musa be-« 
longs to Sharjah and the 
Tumbs to Ras al Khaimah. 
The tiny sheikhdoms are keen 
to keep the islands because 
they think oil may be found 
there. It’s likely Britain will 
try to organize their sale on 
lease to Iran before the pull- 
out, but delay, stubbornness 
or cupidity on either side 
could badly endanger Arab-« 
Iranian relations. 
Saudi Arabia, too, has a

under par for the tournament, 
bogeyed three of the last five 
holes and was forced to share 
the lead. 
Nicklaus, the reigning PGA 
champion who is seeking to 
add the M asters, U.S. Open, 
and British Open titles in the 
sam e year for an unprece­ 
dented “ slam ,” shot a 34 on 
t h e 
first 
nine 
and 
then 
“ charged” through the back 
nine with five birdies, three 
bogeys, and just one par for 
another 34. 
Coody had a 33 on the front 
nine as he battled second- 
round leader Don January for 
first place. 
Coody, walloping the ball 
again as he did in the first 
round on Thursday, bagged 
birdies on the third, sixth, 
and 
ninth 
holes—the 
ninth 
with a 10-foot putt—to over­ 
take January, who had begun 
the third round with a one- 
stroke lead. 
Coody was eight-under-par 
after 45 holes. 
January, from Dallas, bo­ 
beyed the first but then bir- 


died the second and parred 
the next six holes to rem ain 
six-under-par to that point. 
Tournament favorite Jack 
Nicklaus shot a 34 on the 
front nine to go five-under, 
and surprisingly keeping pace 
with him was form er Univers­ 
ity of Colorado football player 
Hale Irwin, also with a 34 to 
be five-under. 
Tom Weiskoif of Columbus, 
Ohio, had nine pars on the 
front nine and rem ained at 
four under. Bob Murphy of 
Delray 
Beach, 
Fla., 
who 
started the round one stroke 
behind January, bogeyed the 
first hole and then parred the 
next seven to be four-under. 
Tom Kite of Austin, Tex., 
who was runner-up in 
the 
U.S. 
Amateur championship 
last year, was one of the first 
finishers to break par with a 
two-under-par 70. He report­ 
ed,

The third round was being 
played in hot, sunny weather.

lic help is provided soon. 
Dr. Richard Karp, who has 
been artistic director and con- 
c t o r of the Pittsburgh 
pera since 1942, admits it 
has 
survived 
those 
years 
without 
ever 
meeting 
ex­ 
penses from the box office. 
“ But rising cost just doesn’t 
stop,” he said in an inter­ 
view. “They’re up three or 
four times in the past 10 
years. How can I characterize 
it except as an avalanche? 
“ Ticket prices are reaching 
a point that places them al­ 
most out of public reach,’’ he 
said. 
The answer? 
Help from 
government in the form of 
subsidy—tax 
money 
appro­ 
priated by Congress, the state 
legislature, City Council. 
Karp thinks such help is not 
only essential but that it will 
likely come when the serious­ 
ness of the crisis becomes 
more apparent. 
Is this the right way out? 
Turning to the public trough 
for money when your own 
patrons won’t support you? 
Some may argue that way, 
but the Dresden-born Karp 
puts 
the 
questions 
differ­ 
ently. 
T h e 
United 
States, he 
pointed out, is one of the few 
developed nations that does 
not support the arts with pub­ 
lic money. 
“ In Germany there are ap­ 
proximately 150 opera com­ 
panies alone, one in almost 
every city of any size. Their 
combined support from the 
box office and public subsidy 
lets them operate 10 months a 
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year, and almost every night 
of the week,’’ he said. 
Opera is Karp’s first love 
but 
he 
is 
also 
a 
symphony conductor, and his 
doomsday fears apply not 
only to these art forms but to 
ballet and perhaps the legiti­ 
mate theater. 
Still, the critic may ask, do 
they deserve to survive if 
their own devotees won’t sup­ 
port them? 
“ It’s not for me to defend 
opera,’’ Karp said. “ Put that 
question to the person who 
loves the arts, or at least en­ 
joys them well enough to buy 
a ticket occasionally.” 
But he does worry that the 
quality of life would suffer 
harm if these cultural forms 
disappeared, and feels there 
must be consideration given 
those who find pleasure and 
richness in serious music, the 
dance and theater. 
“ They pay taxes, yet they 
get little or no tax support for 
their 
art 
forms. 
When 
a 
sports stadium i9 built, large 
public moneys are available. 
But not one penny for opera, 
or symphony.” 
Well, 
Karp 
was 
asked, 
wasn’t it also true that, for 
example, one Sunday double- 
header featuring the Pirates 
at the new Three Rivers Sta­ 
dium draws more fans than 
all 10 performances of five 
operas in a Pittsburgh Opera 
season (35,000)? 
“ Yes, they have the num­ 
bers,” he agreed. “ But the 
amount of money needed for 
the arts would be much, 
much smaller. And I hope 
that even 'they’ would agree 
that a theatrical performance, 
while it mav be no better ‘en­ 
tertainment’ than a baseball 
game, should be a more per- 
m a n e n 11 y enriching expe­ 
rience.”

months the nation’s foremost 
economists have been saying 
the key to the country’s re­ 
covery rests with the con­ 
sumer. 
Well, this week Wall Street 
was cheered by reports from 
Detroit, the motor capital of 
the world, indicating that the 
consumer is gradually regain­ 
ing confidence in the econo­ 
my. Late March car sales 
jumped a robust 24.1 per 
c e n t , triggering the first 
weekly stock market rise in 
three weeks. 
"This is one of the more de­ 
finitive signs that the econo­ 
my has turned the comer and 
!s doing better," Newton Zin- 
der, analyst for E. F. Hutton 
& Co., declared. 
Robert S. Waill, vice presi­ 
dent of Inverness Counsel, 
Inc., said the initial impetus 
in the business recovery is 
coming from the auto sector 
and from steel. But he also 
looked for a pickup in resi­ 


dential home building with 
th e approach of warmer 
weather. 
Getting Stronger 
Herbert G. Klein, 
White 
House communications direc­ 
tor, said all indications are 
t h a t 
t h e 
economy 
has 
strengthened and unemploy­ 
ment has stabilized. "We be­ 
lieve the economy is getting 
stronger,” he said. 
Don R. Conlan, chief eco­ 
nomist at Dean Witter & Co., 
said the rise in automobile 
sales is a sign things are get­ 
ting better. 
But 
"no one 
should expect any burst in 
consumer spending until the 
end of the year," he ob­ 
served. 
Despite the optimistic fore­ 
cast for next year, Conlan 
said he believed unemploy­ 
ment still would be high, al­ 
though he said it will be com­ 
ing down by then. 
First National City Bank, in 
its April economic letter, said 
the 
economy 
is 
definitely 


showing strength and headed 
toward "vigorous expansion." 
It added that high income 
consumers 
are 
leading 
a 
spending rise to which the 
mass of consumers can be ex­ 
pected to contribute after a 
short time lag, fueling a gen­ 
eral business rebound. 
Other items providing en­ 
couragement 
for 
investors 
were strong gains in some of 
the popular blue chip and gla­ 
mor stocks: A favorable earn­ 
ings estimate by Chrysler 
Corp., one of the big three au­ 
tomobile makers; and the sig­ 
ning of a five-year agreement 
between Libya and western 
oil companies on high prices 
for Libyan oil. 
Key Point 
The agreement provides for 
the continued flow of oil to 
western nations. But oil men 
believed the key point is that 
the assurance of five years of 
predictable 
price 
increases 
will provide for greater effi­ 
ciency.

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Jones, Laughlin Worker 
Prep for Work Stoppage

A L I Q U I P P A , P a . 
(UPI)—For 
63 
years 
the 
economy of this community 
on the banks of the Ohio Ri­ 
ver has depended on its only 
industry—the Jones & Laugh­ 
lin Steel Corp. 
For nearly half those years 
Benjamin Gist has worked in 
the galvanized department of 
the big mill. He has lived 
through five steel strikes and, 
like most of the 13,000 work­ 
ers at the plant, once again is 
concerned about the possi­ 
bility of a strike. 
There is no economic panic 
yet, but Gist and other work­ 
ers in this and scores of oth­ 
er steel communities already 
are planning for what they 
will do, how they will live if a 
strike comes this summer. 
"I’ve been down this road 
b e f o r e , ’ ’ said the short, 
stocky Gist. 
"I remember the 1959 strike 
—116 days long. I just about 
made out then, but prices 
were not as high as today. 
Now, I’m 54, have six kids—2 
to 15 years in age. My wife, 
Mary, and me are worried, 
sure. We’ve been paying on 
our home for 15 years. We 
can’t afford a car. What little 
we put aside will go in a hur­ 
ry* 
Needs Raise 
"But listen, 
we need 
a 
raise. We need a cost-of-living 
clause in the new contract. 
Living today is harder.". 
Many of the J & L workers 
are second-generation work­ 
ers at the giant mill which 
supplies commodities for au­ 
tomobiles, appliances, the oil 
industries, construction and 
container firms. They’ve lived 
through prosperity, and they 
know the bad times. They 
have endured depressions and 
strikes. 
The 
United 
Steelworkers 
Union’s contract with the bas­ 
ic steel industry expires at 
12:01 a.m. Aug. 1. The Nixon 
administration is deeply con­ 
cerned about the effect of a 
steel strike on the nation’s 
economy, remembering well 
the 67-day strike of the United 
Auto Workers (UAW) against 
General Motors last year. 
The five steel strikes oc­ 
curred since World War II. 
The nation’s million steelwor­ 
kers were out 28 days in 1846, 
42 days in 1949 and 23 days in 
1952. In 1955 a strike lasted 
only 12 hours, buit the 116-day 
strike came four years la­ 
ter. 
Bob Stillwagon, sitting on a 
stool in the Union Grill, a ta- 
ver near the main gates of .1 
& L, reflected on his 23 years 
as a threader 
in 
the 
seamless finishing mill. 
"I 
don’t 
wanna 
see 
a 
strike,” he said. "But I’m 
ready to back up the union 
for a pay raise and cost-of- 
living 
benefits. 
You 
don’t 
gain 
financially 
by strik­ 
ing, but it’s our best weapon. 
The company knows we are 


damn sore because our wages 
are not on the par with some 
other industries. We mean 
business this time. I have 
six kids—five at home. The 
oldest daughter got married. 
In 1959 we had four kids and 
it was hard to survive. We had 
a little money but it was gone 
in 16 weeks. We had some 
union benefits—we got gro­ 
ceries and some of our uti­ 
lities were paid. 
No Social Life 
"Annabelle — she’s my wife 
—knows 
how 
to 
stretch 
food. We used our utilities 
carefully. No extra light. The 
car sat in the garage except 
for shopping trips or emer­ 
gencies — like going to the 
doctor. No social life. 
"I joined the army when I 
was 18. They shipped me to 
Panama for a year and a half. 
Sometimes I wished I woulda 
stayed in the army. I would 
have my pension 
time in 
now.". 
Jones & Laughlin is con­ 
t r o l l e d 
by 
Ling-Temco- 
Vought, a Texas-based con­ 
glomerate. 
"I 
don’t 
care 
for 
con­ 
glomerates," Stillwagon said. 
"They don’t have the welfare 
of the workers at heart. The 
old J & L management did.’’. 
A1 Buccitelli was walking 
toward the plant gate, ready 
to go to work, when he noticed 
UPI Photographer Jim Herr­ 
mann and stopped. 
"Pardon 
me,” 
he 
said. 
"What kind of lens do you 
use?" 
He and Herrmann got into 
a discussion of photography. 
"I’ve got about $8,000 in ca­ 
mera equipment," Buccitelli 
said. "Occasionally I pick up 
extra money taking wedding 
pictures.’’. 
Buccitelli was asked If he 
would turn to pictures to 
make some money in the 
event of a strike. 
"I don’t think I’ll be asked 
to take wedding pictures if 
there’s a strike," he said. 
"Steelworkers don’t get mar­ 
ried—as a rule—if there’s a 
strike on." 
Buccitelli, 39, has worked 
as a pipe inspector in J & L 
for 20 years. The fajher of 
three children, he is con­ 
cerned about a strike possi­ 
bility. 
"It wasn’t too bad In 1959 
because I was single and liv­ 
ing with mother and dad,” he 
said. "I have to make pay­ 
ments on the 
house now. 
Lucky, 1 paid off my car last 
November—was paying on it 
since 1966.” 
"It took me six years to set 
aside $1,000 in savings bonds 
and if there’s a strike—well, 
you know how long that will 
last,” he said. 
Since starting with J & L 13 
years ago, Bill Rains Jr. has 
worked in the metal laborato­ 
ry, testing steel and checking 
specifications. He is 32, wears 
a neatly cropped beard and 
modish hairdo, 
is married 


and has a 10-year-old son and 
an eight-year-old daughter. 
"I was the fifth of 10 kids 
In my family,” he said. "I 
know what hard times are. 
Nine years ago my dad lost 
his job when a mill phased 
out. He got a job delivering 
coal for $1.50 an hour. Some­ 
how we got along with mother 
watching 
every 
cent 
and 
making what we had do. I 
went to school with patches in 
my pants. But how can I save 
in event of a strike with 
prices what they are today?" 
Doesn't Expect Strike 
C h a r l e s Clendenning, a 
25-year veteran of the mill, 
took a different tack. 
"I don’t look for a strike," 
he said. "The workers cannot 
afford to strike. But just in 
case we strike—I have some­ 
thing put aside." 
‘ ' I g u e s s I 
can get 
a l o n g — b u t I don’t like 
strikes." 
Rodney Torbich, who was a 
member of Aliquippa City 
Council for 12 years, six as 
president, is chairman of the 
community services for USW 
Local 
1211 and expects a 
strike. 
"Industry is taking a hard 
line," he said. "Look, there 
was a strike called by .the 
USW against the can in­ 
dustry. It was rather surpris­ 
ing. 
"Industry keeps referring to 
our demands as contributing 
to inflation. We’re just catch­ 
ing up. We had a raise last 
August—12 cents an hour—in 
the last year of the three 
year contract. This did not 
help to keep us up with price 
increases." 
The union’s wage increase 
demand for 450,000 basic steel 
workers was expected to be 
about 12 per cent, or $1.20 an 
hour over three years. 
A1 Gwaley, president of the 
Aliquippa Chamber of Com­ 
merce and vice president of a 
branch of the Mellon Bank, 
sees no economic problems 
now. 
Business Good 
"I’ve talked with merchants 
in town who tell me business 
is good,” Gwaley said. "Our 
deposits are high and increas­ 
ing steadily. J & L is the 
community’s 
backbone, 
no 
question about that, and any­ 
thing we can do for J & L we 
damn better well do it. I’ve 
been with this bank six years 
and there is a helluva lot of 
money here. 
"While we encourage sav­ 
ing, the people must spend. 
Some steelworkers who antici­ 
pate a strike 
are 
saving 
more. Just last week a man 
deposited $1,700. He told me 
T must get ready in case of a 
strike.’ ” 
Gwalley said that during 
strikes a steelworker is not ex­ 
pected to make payments on 
loans. 
"We just ask them to keep 
in touch with us,” he said. 
"We know the strike situa­ 


tion. We don’t foreclose on 
mortgages during strikes." 
The managers of two super­ 
markets say business had 
been steady but with evidence 
of cautious buying. 
"George Sorbara, manager 
of the Woodland Supermarket 
o n 
Franklin 
Avenue, 
the 
town’s main street, says busi­ 
ness has been "steady." 
Bill Campbell, who runs a 
Kroger supermarket in New 
Sheffield, near Aliquippa, said 
business was slow before the 
Easter holiday. 
’There is concern about a 
strike. One of my parttime 
clerks works in the mill be­ 
cause he has a son in college 
"The other day I asked hi 
‘are you 
putting 
anythin; 
away in case of a strike?’ He 
told me ‘how can you these 
days?’ ’’ 
Housewives shopping in the 
K r o g e r market hesitated 
about discussing a strike. 
One woman, who asked her 
n a m e be withheld, expe­ 
rienced two strikes. 
"The 1959 strike was bad 
but our two boys were young 
and did not need much. To­ 
day they are teenagers—14 
and 16," she said. "And their 
clothes cost much more. In 
1959 we spent what we had 
saved—and struggled.’’ 
Mrs. Mary Dzama and her 
husband, John, an employe of 
J & L for 30 years, came 
f r o m Czechoslovakia. "We 
had to skimp in food and we 
managed.

New Device Helps Blind 
To 'See' With Their Skin 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
A team of research scientists 
has developed a prototype 
portable seeing aid to enable 
the totally blind to 
“see” 
through their skin. 
The device is called a tac­ 
tile sight sysytem, tactile re­ 
ferring to the sense of touch, 
and it weighs only five pounds. 
The portable unit is the re­ 
sult of seven years of study 
and development by a group 
of scientists led by Drs. Car­ 
ter C. Collins and Paul Back- 
y-Rita of Smith-Kettlewell In­ 
stitute of Visual Science at 
Pacific Medical Center. 
“We produced this mobile 
system only last year,” Col­ 
lins said in an 
interview, 
“and vre have high hope in 
further 
experimentation 
to 
give the Wind mobility, edu­ 
cation and employment.” 
The idea really was devel­ 
oped from a suggestion by 
Benjamin Franklin back in 
1786, Collins said. 
He 
ex­ 
plained that the eyes and skm 
are the only two senses of the 
body capable of perception in 
two dimensions, and Franklin 
believed an 
electrical 
sti­ 
mulus could substitute for 
“seeing.” 
“PossiWy, this suggestion 
grew out of the childrens 
game of writing with a finger 
on the back of a blindfolded 
player and the subject then 
asked what had been writ­ 
ten,” Collins said. “You know 
the 
result 
of 
that 
game 
—auite frequently toe blind­ 
folded could ’read’ the an­ 
swer.” 
Previous Attempts 
There have been previous 
attempts 
to 
harness 
elec­ 


tricity 
to 
help 
the 
blind 
“see,” but each had its draw­ 
backs. In one instance, 
in 
which 
the 
blind 
were 
to 
perceive 
through vibrators, 
Collins noted: “The system 
weighed 400 pounds and the 
objective of our research to 
make the blind mobile was 
not accomplished.” 
The new prototype was a 
team 
effort, 
with 
Collins 
responsible for conception and 
d e s i g n of the apparatus, 
Back-y-Rita, serves as evalua­ 
tor of the system, while Dr. 
Lawrence Scadden, who lost 
his sight at the age of 4, 
spends hours working with 
blind subjects in the laborato­ 
ry, training them in the oper­ 
ation of the tactile sight sys­ 
tem. There are other teams 
members as well. 
What 
the 
new 
por­ 
table system developed by 
Collins’ team does is literally 
“ s h o c k the subjects into 
sight.” 
The blind person using the 
device would carry a one 
pound television camera on 
his back or over the shoulder. 
A small lens for the camera 
would be mounted on a pair 
o f 
t w o - o u n c e 
spectacle 
frames. The lens would “see” 
for the camera the object 
confronting its wearer. 
In turn the video signal 
from the camera would be 
converted and fed into a belt 
of electronic equipment held 
against the wearer’s abdomen 
by an elastic band. 
Tiny Shocks 
The blind person would turn 
toward an objeect to be sight­ 
ed, the camera would re­ 
cord it and a “picture” of the 
object would be transmitted 


to the blind person’s midriff 
in the form of tiny electric 
“shocks.” 
T h e electrical impulses, 
however, are so small that 
they cause only a painless 
sensation of mechanical vibra­ 
tion, localized to the area of 
the skin covered by an elec­ 
trode. Some who have tried it 
say it tickles, others report 
only warmth or just a “feel­ 
ing.” 
“ W i t h sufficient expe­ 
rience,” Collins said, “these 
electrocutaneous images are 
perceived as originating from 
the object in front of the sub­ 
ject rather than 
from the 
s k i n . Thus, the portable 
seeing aid appears to become 
an electronic extension of the 
visual apparatus. 
“One dav, perhaps, ‘seeing 
eye’ may be available to the 
b l i n d outside the labora­ 
tories.” 
He envisions that with fully 
d e v e l o p e d equipment the 
blind could go out into the 
street and read signs, if so­ 
mewhat crudely, as well as 
possible traffic signals, and 
even directional road signs 
and milestone markers. 
In education, they would be 
able to read blackboard fig­ 
ures, study graphic slides or 
movies and perhaps even ful­ 
fill reading assignments. 
“With these achievements,” 
Collins said, “the blind be­ 
come emnlovable since thev 
will be able to read electrical 
me'ers, for exam*>le. simple 
diagrams and graphs.”

Secret List 
The National Gallery has a 
secret list of privately-owned 
masterpieces

all costs. Insiders say it is 
still a long list. Lord Hare- 
w o o d ’ s Titian—which had 
been on loan to the National 
Gallery itself—undoubtedly is 
on it. Probably the Drake 
miniature is as well. 
“This miniature is of the 
greatest national and artistic 
importance,” said art dealer 
Hugh Leggatt when the sale 
was announced, “and it would 
be a great tragedy if it left 
England.” 
Although Leggatt called the 
miniature “priceless,” its sale 
price is likely to be very 
high—much too high for the 
National Gallery. 


Milan Group 
At War With 
Blasphemy 


ROME (UPI) -T h e Nation 
al Antiblasphemy Movement 
thinks it is a goldum shame 
t h a t I t a l i a n s swear so 
much. 
But the Milan-based organ­ 
ization is realistic about the 
impossibility of stamping out 
one of Italy’s most deep- 
rooted vices. Instead it tries 
to persuade Italians, if curse 
they must, at least to respect 
the 
Second 
Commandment 
and not “take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain.” 
Italians have the reputation 
of being the heartiest and 
most colorful cussers in Eur­ 
ope, equipped with a reperto­ 
ry that makes Anglo-Saxon 
four letterisms pale and repe­ 
titious by comparison. The 
antiblasphemy movement es­ 
timates 40 per cent of Italian 
men and 10 per cent of the 
women swear regularly. 
“We perhaps cannot get rid 
of bad language, but at least 
we hope to persuade people to 
use a milder form of impre­ 
cation than blasphemy,” said 
Ettore Giulietta, a 65-year-old 
priest who heads the move­ 
ment. 
Substitutes Offered 
The movement publishes a 
booklet of substitute exple­ 
tives. It advises a person who 
feels an oath coming on to 
trying something 
like 
“or- 
cocane,” which means ogre of 
a dog, and is similar to the 
existing “prococane” (pig of 
a dog) that already passes for 
a mild insult. 
The movement asks Italians 
to forget the bloodcurdling in­ 
vective they use to describe 
their enemies and try, per­ 
haps, “sacripante” —it only 
means bullyboy in English 
but has a satisfying ring to it. 
W h e n everything seems 
against them, toe Movement 
advises Italians to let loose 
with “ mondo ladro” —thiev­ 
ing world —instead of their 
customary stream of profa­ 
nities and Imprecations. 
Getting 
people to swear 
“decently” is only half toe 
antiprofanity battle of 
toe 
M o v e m e n t , which 
was 
founded 10 years ago with the 
support of Pope 
Paul VI 
when he still was archbishop 
of Milan. 
The movement has placed 
some 5,000 stickers in railway 
compartments and 76,000 in 
stores and bars appealing to 
people not to use profanity. 
A typical sticker found in 
many bars reads: “Welcome 
to my customers. Eappiness 
yes. Blasphemy no.” 
60,000 Members 
The movement, a nonpoli- 
t i c a I and 
lay 
organ­ 
ization, 
has enlisted nearly 
60,000 
members, 
including 
62 
deputies 
and senators, 
in its anti-blasphemy battle. 
The members pay 100 lire (16 
cents) a year in dues and a 
Milan bank picks up the tab 
for the group’s deficit.

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THE TRAGEDY OF THE RED SALMON 


The sockeye salmon, after spend- 
| 
ing four years in the Pacific Ocean, 
return to the fresh waters of their 
birth to spawn and die. 
This last chapter in their life cycle 
is shown in “The Tragedy of the 
Red Salmon,” an ABC News Under­ 
sea World of Jacques Cousteau 
documentary being rebroadcast on 
ABC, Wednesday at 7:30 PM. 


To film the last stages of this 
death journey, the crew of Capt. 
Cousteau’s Calypso follow the fish 
up the Salmon River on Kodiak Is­ 
land in Alaska to fresh-water Fraser 
Lake. Here, five years before, men 
planted fertilized salmon eggs. The 
sockeye, the first salmon to be hatch­ 
ed in the lake, spent a year building ^ j o t i n e r c m i r i n v c jjc * ^ u ~ 
strength before setting off for the iypso, examines a mature Red 
ocean. After surviving four years of Salmon. 
danger in the open sea, they are 
drawn by instinct to return to the fresh waters of their birth to spawn. 
Some scientists believe the salmon are able to sense magnetic 
fields and the rotation of the earth. Recently some theorists have 
suggested that the salmon might also be sensitive to variations in 
gravity which are imprinted in their memories to help them find 
their way home. 
Blocking their way are traps set out by man. The ones which 
escape the nets are followed by Cousteau’s divers and filmmakers to 
record the results of the experimental egg-planting and the comple­ 
tion of the cycle. 
Like all Pacific salmon, the sockeye makes this perilous journey 
to spawn only once and dies. Rod Serling narrates “The Tragedy of 
the Red Salmon.”

In 1643 Oliver Cromwell wrote that "A few honest men are 
better than num bers.” 
On Friday at 10:00 PM, over ABC, the 3M Special, “National 
Polling Day: The Surprising Am ericans,” will attempt to probe the 
honesty and integrity of 205 million Americans. 
The hour-long program examining public opinion will take an in- 
depth look at the “average” Am erican’s views on issues that are ot 
vital personal concern to the individual. 
“During the nation-wide polling we conducted prior to our first 
‘National Polling D ay’ program last Jan. 13, we discovered that a 
person’s opinion on a general question was subject to complete re­ 
versal when that issue personally involved the individua 
being 
interviewed,” relates famed pollster Louis Harris, who will a8a,n 
serve as co-host of the special with ABC News special correspondent 
Frank Reynolds. 
For example, where most people would agree that making seat belts 
a required safety feature in all cars is a reasonable and advisable 
move, these same people would admit that they rarely use the belts 
in driving their own automobiles. Taking the question a step further, 
most of these same people would probably oppose legislation that 
would fine a driver and all passengers tor not wearing seat belts. 
“I think the results of our national sampling of 3,000 households, 
that will precede this second show by approximately 36 hours, will 
provide some eye-opening facts about all of us,” says Reynolds. 
“We’re trying to find out if we really mean a lot of the things that 
we say we mean concerning pollution, the war and other issues-of- 
the-day. Not only if our convictions are strong, but also it we nave 
the will to carry them through,” affirms executive producer Lester 
Cooper. 
W hether or not the home viewer agrees with the findings and 
interpretation of the poll, “National Polling Day: The Surprising 
Americans” must stand out as an interesting experiment in two-way 
television— enabling the television audience to compare their own

ANY ANIMAL CAN BE A 
Naturalist Albert Oeming, whose 1500- 
acre "back yard” is home to 3,000 wild ani­ 
mals of 81 different species, claims that his 
method of raising such naturally fierce crea 
tures as grizzlies and musk oxen is basically 
the same as that recommended for the train 
ing of domesticated household pets. 


Granted, there is somewhat more risk to 
hand-feeding a wolf than to house-breaking 
a spaniel, Oeming avers that the formula is 
the same: “ a mixture of kindness and a full 
food basket.” 


It is one of Oeming’s expeditions across 
-the barren lands of Canada’s Northwest terri­ 
tories in pursuit of young wild animals tor 
breeding, study and zoological exhibition that 
becomes a "Journey to the High Arctic,” 
this season’s fourth National Geographic 
special, airing in color, Tuesday at 7:30 PM 
on CBS. 


Oeming is a world authority on northern 
cold-climatc wildlife, and his Alberta Game 
Farm is one of the five largest zoos (in area) 
in the world. It is a sanctuary for endangered 
species, an educational mecca for millions of 
tourists and a huge outdoor laboratoiy where 
Oeming pursues his constant research on 
conservation and on the adaptability ol ani­ 
mals to captivity and to great variations in 
climate. 


It is significant that Oeming himself refers 
to the giant perserve as a "farm” rather than 
a "zoo." "It fills the void between the city 
zoo and the wilderness," he has explained. 


must let the animal go off by himself when 
he feels like it and don’t hound him with a 
million restrictions," Oeming warns. 


"If you begin with an animal young enough 
to be naturally affectionate, add patience to 
freedom, you can make a pet of the fiercest 
of creatures," says the expert.

The so-called ‘‘Good Luck” 
chain letters which merely promise good 
fortune to those who continue the chain 
and threaten bad luck to those who don't, 
are mailable, unless sent on postal cards 
or otherwise on the outside of mail, in 
which case they would be non-mailable.

computer by using remote typewriter 
terminals and regular telephone lines. 
Similar systems are BALLOTS at Stan­ 
ford University, and LISTS from the 
System Development Corp. Special-in- 
terest data-retrieval systems search and 
retrieve U.N. treaty information (Uni­ 
versity of Washington), legal citations 
(Ohio Bar Case and Statute Law among 
several others), engineering materials 
(Lehigh University and Stanford Uni­ 


versity), and other data banks through 
computer terminals which may be lo­ 
cated hundreds of miles from the com­ 
puter which contains the data file.

Fried Shrimp 
2 lbs. fresh shrimp in 
the shell 
Vs cap all-purpose flour 
l^i teaspoons seasoned 
salt 
Vi teaspoon seasoned 
pepper 
2 eggs 
Vi cup water 
3 to 4 cups fine fresh 
bread crumbs* 
Oil for deep frying, 
heated to 350°F. 
1. Shell shrimp leaving on 
tails. Remove black vein, 
rinsing frequently under cold 
running water; drain well.

How to Make 
Both Kids 
And Pets 
Happy— 
With Each Other

fe ts and children are a 
happy mix. Under the right 
conditions, theirs is a com­ 
panionship of wordless 
magic and understanding. 
Pets can teach children re­ 
sponsibility; even more im­ 
portant, they can give and 
receive love. 
But be sure that your child is old 
enough to have a pet. Unless there 
are older children in the family to 
take the responsibility, most young­ 
sters under six or seven are not ma­ 
ture enough. 
DOGS 
If your little Jimmy's first dog is a 
puppy, child and dog will grow up 
together, happy and inseparable com­ 
panions—provided they get off to a 
good start. Show Jimmy how to pick 
up the puppy—one hand under his 
front legs, the other supporting his 
rear. Never let an animal dangle* 
This undermines *his security. If 
Jimmy must drag something around, 
give him a stuffed animal, not a real 
one. Show him how to cuddle the 
puppy without squeezing the woof 
out of him. A young animal is espe­ 
cially delicate. He needs a lot of sleep 
and can turn snappy if overtired. 
Don't tease him. 
One of the easiest ways to teach 
kindness is to define for Jimmy cer­ 
tain areas of responsibility for his 
puppy, such as seeing that he is fed 
on time, that his water dish is always 
full and that his coat is brushed and 
free of tangles. 
CATS 
Cats are a slightly different story. 
They are, in general, more high- 
strung than dogs. They are also more 


subtle—part sprite and part animal. 
They are more fragile, too. Espe­ 
cially kittens, who are so loosely put 
together that the youngster feels 
tempted to hug him to death. 
If Jane brings home a kitten, show 
her how to handle him, how to pick 
him up (not by the nape of the neck, 
hut with both hands as described 
above). He should be stroked with 
the fur, not against iL Hold him 
lightly; don't restrain him. When he 
wants to get down, let him. He loves 
tQfbe played with, but he must not be 
teased or shouted at or spanked. 
Some of the same rules apply to 
a child with a cat as with a dog: 
leave him alone when he is eating 
or sleeping; don’t (day with him 
when he is tired or after meals; love 
him a lot. Any child over six can 
learn to clean a cat’s litter pan, feed 
him his cereal and brush or comb 
him daily. 
OTHER PITS 
In general, hamsters, guinea pigs 
and rabbits need much the same kind 
of consideration as dogs and cats, 
except that they are not usually al­ 
lowed the run of the house. They 
cannot stand too much handling. 
Birds can adjust to children, pro­ 
vided loud voices and sudden move­ 
ments are forbidden. 
Fish are for children over nine 
years old, in my opinion, unless 
Mother wants to do all the dirty 
work. The aquarium must be cleaned 
regularly, for instance, and no small 
child can do this without help. 
There is the right pet for your 
child. But whatever it is, let the 
child learn to respect it for what it 
is. And what it is, is an animal. Not 
a plaything, not a toy, not a smaller 
edition of himself. Once he under­ 
stands that simple but profound fact, 
all will be well not only for his 
childhood but for a lifetime. +

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What Today’s Man and Wife 
Expect of Each Other 


A noted columnist and lecturer examines current sexual roles and 
what effect change is having on the “typical modern couple

Lost year I attended the All-Amer­ 
ican Family Search at Lehigh Acres, 
Fla. It afforded a fascinating oppor­ 
tunity to study the family relationships 
of today. We hear so much these days 
about the changing roles of family 
members— and we are constantly re­ 
minded of the ever-increasing rates of 
divorce and family breakups of every 
disturbing kind. 
The All-American Family candi­ 
dates are special cases, to be sure; 
but they are not what / would call 
simply “islands’* in our society. For 
families like this do exist. And there 
are many, many like them that are 
far from hostile to the family way of 
life. No matter what we hear. 
/ did everything / could to take ad­ 
vantage of my opportunity to find out 
about these families, for I presumed 
that what I found woidd be represen­ 
tative of a large segment of America. 
And, after examining the results of 
my research, I am convinced that I 
was right 
This is the first of a series of re­ 
ports, based on that research and writ­ 
ten exclusively for readers of F a m il y 
W e e k l y . This report focuses on hus- 
band-wife relationships; another re­ 
port, to appear in a future issue, will 
seek to encompass the entire web of 
family relationships. 


W e read a lot about the 
so-called “beautiful people” 
these days. The husband-wife 
teams I met in Florida deserve 
this title more than some of 
the wealthy, much-publicized 


people who usually receive it! 
Not because these All-Amer­ 
ican Families had turned a 
big company around or were 
flying off to Paris. These hus­ 
bands and wives were beau­ 
tiful people because of their 
obvious and sincere interest 
in each other and their chil­ 
dren, and in bettering the 
world around them. 
For example, that beautiful family 
with seven children. She, an attractive, 
soft-spoken dedicated mother; he, a 
handsome, successful man who finds 
time outside his career and home life 
to better his community. This success­ 
ful mother-father relationship and rap­ 
port were obvious during the seated 35- 
minute interview. Their children not 
only displayed perfect conduct but came 
forth with beautiful philosophies and 
perceptions of mankind. Practically all 
of the families projected strong religious 
backgrounds. We saw very few families 
with acquired sophistication and status- 
seeking traits. They were, for the most 
part, natural and very much themselves, 
even to the extent of healthy family en­ 
counter. For example, one father 
strongly disagreed with his son’s long 
hair, but he and his wife adjusted to 
this problem on the scene, just as they 
had no doubt adjusted to past family 
problems. 
Many of the families, including the 
one just mentioned, had a special inter­ 
est in humanistic pursuits that involved 
helping and understanding our fellow 
man. Some discussed causes they 


worked for; others, like the intriguing 
young family that had adopted four 
young Indian children to rear, were 
living the causes they advocated. 
The family-to-family relationships 
were quite impressive to watch. Hus- 
band-and-wife-teams not only showed 
concern for each other’s comfort and 
welfare, they also knew how to “have 
a ball” socially. I think these families 
from all over America (with rural 
America strongly represented) consti­ 
tute the solid "where it’s at,” and reas­ 
sure us the family unit is to continue as 
a life-style. Quality showed! 


Although I’m a hearty exponent of 
the “emerging woman" as a new force 
in American life, I have sometimes 
wondered about the effects this and 
other changes in our society may be 
having on families—particularly on the 
beleaguered American husband. As 
woman’s aspirations change at an ever- 
accelerating rate, the man of the family 
is often left afloat on a sea of con­ 
fusion. He is expected to continue to 
be the breadwinner and to educate his 
children and to do all those other things 
that have historically been his responsi­ 
bility. Sure, he may wear a shirt and tie 
now instead of buckskin pants and 
boots. He might even carry a fancy 
title such as corporate executive or 
budget administrator; but his basic role 
is still pretty much the same as it al­ 
ways was. 


The findings of my study led to 
some interesting observations about the 
changes currently taking place in male- 
female relationships. I also found what 
was not changing. 


For example, I found that “mutual 
respect” between husband and wife is 
and probably will continue to be the 
most important element in the main­ 
tenance of a compatible relationship. 
From a list of 21 factors that were 
rated by 'both fathers and mothers, 
“mutual respect” emerged as the most 
important factor bearing on a happy 
family life. In fact, it turned out to be 
twice as important as any other factor. 
What is meant by “mutual respect”? 
As I talked with respondents I found 
that it embodied such ideas as: 
—Treating each other like civil hu­ 
man beings. 
—Respect for each other’s ideas, de­ 
sires, aspirations, needs. 
—Treating each other with dignity, 
gentleness, understanding. 
—Not “boxing in” another human 
being-+i.e., “You are a woman, 
thus you must do only these speci­ 
fied things. . . .” 


Arfter all, if we can exhibit mutual 
respect in our relationships with each 
other, the other important factors to a 
happy family naturally will follow. In 
other words, it is reasonable to expect 
that good communications can be main­ 
tained and that a basis for a compatible 
sex life will exist. 
Interestingly, in another piece of re­ 
search I recently conducted among teen­ 
agers, I found that mutual respect was 
at the top of theif list, too. It stood out 
head and shoulders above all other 
factors in boy-girl relationships. The 
following chart is a comparison of fac­ 
tors listed by teen boys and adult mar­ 
ried men as to what makes for a happy 
male-female relationship: 


11. Knowing when not to talk. 
12. Wearing flattering clothes (aware- 
iess of fashion). 
When given a similar questionnaire 
isking what made men fascinating, 
vomen rated enthusiasm and physical 
ippearance lower; but fashion, surpris­ 
ingly, they rated higher! 
There were many other revealing 
characteristics about these families, and 
we’ll be taking a closer look at them in 
a future issue of Family Weekly. But 
because the single quality of “mutual 
respect” loomed so important in this 
study, I’d like to look a bit more deeply 
into the real meaning of that phrase. 


q j ust what is “mutual respect, 
and 
why do these couples conceive of it as 
being so sacred? 
To these people, mutual respect 
seems to mean that there art certain 
definite limits beyond which we do not 
press because we respect the other per­ 
son’s feelings. For example, a husband 
may have something in his background 
as a child which a wife knows about, 
but about which he is terribly sensitive. 
One way of living out “mutual respect 
is to avoid pressing such points beyond 
their limit. A wife should know where 
the limits are in the first place, and she 
should have enough respect to avoid 
pushing too far, even in times of anger. 
Mutual respect is also discovering 
what is unique about the other person 
and learning to live with these charac­ 
teristics. You might not like it that your 
husband bites his fingernails, but you 
love his terribly interesting mind and 
his ability to grasp things. Although his 
nail-biting offends you, and you try to 
help him cure this offensive habit, you 


should avoid drilling endlessly on the 
point and distorting its importance out 
of proportion. 
It is true that we can try to improve 
upon our mate’s qualities, but we should 
do so constructively and not destruc­ 
tively. We can look at our mates’ unique 
qualities in two different ways—either 
acceptance (which is a sign of mutual 
respect) or rejection (using points of 
uniqueness as clubs with which to beat 
your spouse over the head). 
As a woman, my professional career 
is an integral part of my life, along with 
my other natural roles, including wife 
and mother. Respect for me permits 
my husband to accept me comfortably 
in my professional role without feeling 
that his masculinity is in any way 
threatened. This makes our lives more 
fun and adds another fulfilling dimen­ 
sion to our relationship with each 
other. 
M y requirement for career freedom 
could have met with strong opposition 
from my husband—if we had not de­ 
veloped a sufficient measure of ‘ mutu­ 
al respect” In this case, I might have 
been forced to make choices between 
unhappy alternatives. Mutual respect 
protects us from having to make such 
choices. ♦

Camping on W ater 
The New “Escape” 


Boaters can beat the crowds by tenting on or beside 
the nation’s lakes and rivers

“Sorry, Campground Full” 
Won’t signs like that turn 
away thousands of families 
this summer? Yes, but not 
for those who’ve taken to 
camping on water. For every 
lake, river and shore line is 
an uncrowded, no-cost tent­ 
ing place. 
They’re taking full advantage of our 
48,000 miles of inland beaches, more 
than 12,000 miles of ocean shore and 
endless miles of streams and rivers. 
Check this: you can camp from a 
canoe on Minnesota’s Quetico-Superior 
land of lakes (rental canoe, tent and 
food, about seven dollars per person per 
day). Or water-safari the Missouri in a 
family-sized inflatable boat (rental: 
about six dollars a day), camping over­ 
night ashore. Quick-converting your 
runabout or mini-cruiser for camping 
(“tenting” it with a fabric top and zip- 
tight side curtains) lets you cruise and 
camp Puget Sound or the balmy Gulf 
coast with eq&al eaie. The camp-boat 
bug has bitten even the purists—sail skip­ 
pers who make their sailcraft campable 
by fashioning a tent over the boom. 
Many boats nowadays are designed 
for camping. For example, Glastron’s 
versatile 21-foot Vagabond land-and- 
water camper «leeps four in rubber 
foam-mattressed bunks. Aquasport’s fast 
camp-boats are equipped in such a 
way that they can be converted to wbin 
crafts in only minutes. Perhaps O’Day, 
the sailboat maker, tops them all. One 
of its models has a crank-up cabin, the 
roof of which can be raised 21 inches 
to give you six feet, four inches head­ 
room for camping. 


\A /h e th e r you rent it, buy it or con­ 
vert it yourself, a camp-boat offers most 
of the conveniences of a landbound 
trailer, plus such bonuses as untrampled 
campsites, 
undiscovered 
fun 
places 
(sometimes reachable only by water) 
and unfettered freedom. “Where the 
road ends . . . the boat-camper’s fun be­ 
gins.” says a tent-boating dad. 
Here, for prospective tent-boaters, is 
a quick guide to families camping on 
water:

• Day Boat or Night Boat? Today • 
popular open-bow boats, whose usable 
bows add up to 30 percent more sleep- 
aboard space, make thousands of small 
crafts candidates for camp-boating.

Typically, Larson’s 18-foot Shark, a 
sleek family powerboat, converts handi­ 
ly for overnighting. Its two seats make 
up into adult-sized bunks, while a cou­ 
ple of youngsters can spread sleeping 
bags in the bow. 
Crafts shorter than 17 feet are usual­ 
ly best used as “day boats : at night, you 
beach them and camp ashore. 
• Convert It—for Camping. Avail­ 
able from most boat makers or marine 
“top shops” are ready-made or custom 
convertible tops (priced $75-$95 for the 
average 18-foot boat) and side and rear 
“curtains” (another $65-$90) which tent- 
in the boat for snug, sleep-aboard 
camping. An optional “bow tent” ($35- 
$50) encloses the open bow where the 
kids usually sleep. (Fancier and more 
costly are “stern rooms”—tent-boat en­ 
closures that allow stand-up headroom 
of six feet or more.) 
For the budget-minded, doing-it-your- 
self (with an assist from the handy sew­ 
ing machine) halves the cost of the aver­ 
age camp-aboard shelter. If you make 
it yourself, stick to relatively lightweight 
(nine or 10-ounce) fabrics. Most home 
machines can handle this weight. Be­ 
sides fabric, zippers (best are the dou­ 
ble-pull kind, zipperable from inside or 
out) and grommets to tie down the 
shelter, you’ll need a supporting frame. 
Make it from three-quarter-inch diame­ 
ter aluminum tubing or thin-walled elec­ 
trical conduit. Both are stocked by your 
hardware store. 
A word about fabrics. Ideal for tent- 
boating are the new no-fade, no-shrink 
acrylics, dubbed “chemical canvas.” 
They’ll outlast ordinary canvas, even 


hardy marine canvas, by years. 
• If Yon Camp Aboard* . .Space 
is at a premium aboard a small boat, so 
conserve it. Lacking a galley, try a 
space-saving “outboard barbecue. The 
unit hangs over the side, and it is out 
of the way. 
Whether it’s your own or a rented 
camp-boat, look at the seats before set­ 
ting out. Some standard boat seats, billed 
as making up easily into berths, don t. 
Either they don’t lie flat-out for com­ 
fortable sleeping, or they’re too narrow 
—some being only 18-to-20-inches wide 
rather than a single bed’s usual 30 
inches. Easiest sleeping solution is to 
lay an inflatable stowable air mattress 
over both seats. This will give you a 
roomy double bed rather than two snug 
singles. 
• If You Camp Ashore . . . Com­ 
pactness still counts. Try one of the 
new nylon backpack shelters with fiber­ 
glass supports (such as Sears, Roebuck s 
four-man tent, which snugs into an 
eight-and-a-halfx 28-inch tote case and 
weighs just 15pounds.) Handy for chilly 
nights ashore or aboard is Colemans 
new catalytic heater. It’s flameless and 
gives off no carbon monoxide. 
To be forewarned of approaching 
storms, pack a small transistor radio. 
• For Starters Try an Ovemighter.To 
help shape up your family crew and 
shake down your boat for more ex­ 
tended camping, try a one-night boat- 
out. This will give you the feel of it. 
Heavily laden with camp gear, it may 
respond sluggishly. For more push, you 
may need a prop with about one-inch 
less pitch than for normal cruising. 


• By All Means, Preplan.You can’t 
count—as in land-camping—on finding 
a (store or gas pump just around t e 
next bend. Make a menu for every 
meal, ingredient by ingredient. Know 
your engine’s average hourly fuel con­ 
sumption. Take enough fuelto get you 
where you’re going plus 20% more for 
safety’s sake. Good sense also demands 
that you take emergency equipment, in­ 
cluding life preservers for every mem­ 
ber of the family, a first-aid kit paddle 
or oars, a bilge pump and anchors and 
rope enough to secure your boat for the

Pushing 40 and 
Prettier Than Ever

R o g er Vadim, well-known 
French director, ex-husband 
of Brigitte Bardot and pre­ 
sently part-time husband of 
Jane Fonda, insists that An­ 
gie Dickinson “has more sex 
appeal than anyone I ever di­ 
rected. I’ve never met anyone 
like her!” 
He recently finished “Pretty Maids 
All in a Row” in which Angie costars 
with Rock Hudson. “1 had eight beauti­ 
ful young girls in the cast, all trying to 
prove 
something. 
But when 
Angie 
walked on the set, the other girls simply 
didn’t exist. She’s totally honest, vulner­ 
able and 100-percent feminine.” 
What about her age? Offhand I 
couldn't remember a sex symbol who 
was pushing 40. 
Vadim smiled. “American men will 
learn to appreciate what Frenchmen 
have appreciated for generations: older 
women are far sexier.” 
I told Angie of Roger Vadim’s reac­ 
tion when I joined her at Harrah s Club 
at Lake Tahoe, where her husband, 
com pose r-conductor Burt Bacharach 
was performing. “That’s lovely!” she ex­ 
claimed wholeheartedly. 
How does Angie feel about directors 
thinking of her this way? 
“1 love the idea. But I am not really 
the same to all people. Some think I 
am really sexy and some say, ‘Are you 
kidding?’ When they think of a sexy 
girl, they think of the Jane Russell- 
Marilyn Monroe type.” 
Today Angie is delighted with her 
image, but she resented being pushed in 
that direction by studio publicists when 
she started her career. Partly, she thinks, 
this was due to her upbringing— the first 
eight years in Kulm, North Dakota, then 
in Southern California. My parents were 
so strict, 1 was never allowed to go to 
anything but children’s movies. Disney, 
that sort of thing. I would never have 


dreamt that someday I would do nude 
scenes in a picture! But times have 
changed.” She went to parochial school 
from seventh grade through high school, 
and her grades were good enough to 
get her a scholarship to college, where 
she concentrated on sociology and biol­ 
ogy. After graduation, she became a 
secretary in an aircraft plant. 
One day some of the other girls in 
the plant urged Angie to enter her pic­ 
ture in a beauty contest. “I accepted be­ 
cause I was intrigued by the prizes. 
They were offering a beautiful wrist 
watch, a trip to Las Vegas and a lot of 
other silly little things that sounded nice, 
and I couldn’t afford at the time. Also, 
quite incidentally, they offered a small 
part in a movie.” She won, got one line 
in a film which, she recalls, “was enough 
to give me the movie bug.”

She was 
interviewed by Burt’s father, Bert Bach­ 
arach. While they were talking, he said,

the greatest musician.” Angie, who had 
no idea who he was, said, “Sure . . . 
sure. . .” 
IB efore they parted, the older Bach­ 
arach asked whether it was all right for 
his son to call her when he visited Los 
Angeles. Angie agreed. Burt did call, 
and in May of 1965 they eloped. 
A year after they were married, their 
daughter was bom. “She was three 
months premature, and Burt and I didn t 
even want to name her because she 
wasn’t expected to live. We waited and 
waited because we didn’t want to cry 
every time we heard her name if she 
died. But the nurses were marvelous, so 
optimistic. They said, ‘She’s going to be 
all right, and if you won’t give her a 
name, we will!’ Without either Burt or 
my knowing about it, they named her 
Nikki.

He’s away so much and has so 
much to do. That’s why I feel I might 
as well go back to concentrating on my 
own career again. It’s pointless for me 
to just stay at home and give up my 
work if he’s not with me. And if I can 
be a sex symbol at my age, so much 
the better!” #

tie Most Treacherous 
hiving Hazard of All: 
’s “Hydroplaning” 


By Theron R. Ledford 


It was as if my automobile had suddenly 
tned into an airplane. It was traveling 
eightlessly at an increasing angle along a 
lercifully uncrowded, wet freeway, the land- 
ape revolving and moving closer. Basic 
lies remembered, I tried to turn the wheels 
i the direction of the skid and pressed the 
ccelerator gently in search of controlling pow- 
r. But the steering wheel spun loosely, as if 
were no longer connected to the steering 
lechanism; the engine raced ineffectually. 
Then there was a jerk, the car buffeted and swayed crazily, 
nd with a terrific whipping jolt, it stopped in the center of 
ie grass median strip— perpendicular to the opposing lanes 
f traffic. Unbuckling the seat belt—bless it—I stepped out 


into the sodden turf. 
It was not until several years later, as I was watching a 
MSA film, that I finally knew what had happened on that 
lin-soaked freeway. What I had experienced was something 
icronautic and automotive engineers call “hydroplaning.” 
Researched for years by NASA in connection with the 
problems of aircraft tires operating on wet runways, hydro­ 
planing takes place when water penetrates between a tire and 
the pavement on which it is revolving. This surface water 
can build up a pressure which literally lifts the tire from the 
road surface. When this happens, the vehicle actually skims 


over a film of water. 


Hydroplaning tends to make itself known at the very mo 
ment when control is most important—in entering a curve, 
or while seeking to pass another car. Even a sudden gust o 
wind can throw a hydroplaning vehicle into a sickening and 


dangerous slide. 
Hydroplaning can happen whenever the surface water on 


I 


t roadway is deeper than the tread of the tires on a ve ic e 
traveling along it. With badly worn tires and a smooth road 
surface—concrete or asphalt—a surface water depth o» o y 
four-hundredths of an inch is enough to cause hydroplaning. 


Because the loss of traction in hydroplaning makes the 
traditional skid-control techniques useless, the best weapon 
against it is prevention. An essential for this is good tires, in 
flated with an eye toward maximum safety rather than maxi­ 
mum softness of ride. And, as for all adverse driving con 1 
j lions, a healthy respect for the potential hazards of a we 
road is probably most basic. 
|| Slow down, increase following distance, watch out or 
standing water and sudden gusts of wind. And, if you mus 
pass, pass with utmost caution.
